And Gets It Cut 


Rockefeller, Sr., Claims 
He Has Been Making 
New York City. Gift of 
Taxes on $3,000,000 for 
Some Years. 


New York, December 12.—An es- 
timated value of $1,000,000 is placed 
upon John D. Rockefeller’s furni- 
ture, jewelry, “horses and car- 
riages” and other personal effects 
in New York, in an itemized state- 
ment which his attorney presented 
today in protest against the New 
York tax assessment of $5,000,000. 
His application for a reduction to 
$2,000,000 was granted. 

In addition to personal effects, the 
statement gives Mr. Rockefeller’s 
bank balances at “about $50,000,” 
and his current bills as none. The 
value of the contents of his New 
York residence is placed at $20,000, 
while those of his Pocantico Hills 
home are valued at $348,226, exclu- 
sive of $7,819 for the furnishings of 
the Abeyton lodge there. 

The paintings owned by Mr. 
Rockefeller are valued at $80,000, 
horses and carriages at $20,000 and 
office equipment at $6,000. One item 
in the schedule was “about $6,000,- 
000 borrowed money.” 

This is the second time that 
Mr. Rockefeller has objected to pay- 
ing his personal assessment and in 
the present instance he claims that 
he has been making a gift to the 
city of taxes on $3,000,000 for some 
years. Under the administration of 
Mayor Mitchell, Mr. Rockefeller’s 
personal assessment was raised to 
$10,000,000. At that time he swore

when it reaches the senate, making 
the salvaging of the Atlanta camp 
immediately mandatory. 

If the proviso can be struck out in 
the senate it will then go into con- 
ference, the house having refused 
yesterday to adopt the Crisp amend- 
ment to the same effect. In con- 
ference if the amended measure 
should get there it’ is proposed to 
make a strong fight for Camp Gor- 
don, and at least’ to see that the 
advantages of this camp is a fixed 
post under the new military sys- 
tem be properly brought out and 
understood by all the members.

PRO-GERMAN CHARGES

Washington, December 12.—The 
claim of the Irish republic to rec- 
ognition as an independent govern- 
ment was brought to congress again 
today and was debated in militant 
fashion through a tempestuous all- 
day session of the house commit- 
tee on foreign affairs. 

A crowd which jammed the com- 
mittee room and blocked adjoining 
corridors punctuated the proceedings 
with cheers and with hoots of dis- 
approval as the opposing speakers 
presented their arguments, and 
many times threw the session into 
disorder by yelling gratuitous advice 
to committee and witnesses. The 
crowd included many leaders of the 
cause of Irish freedom in this coun-

warned against insults to any of 
the witnesses. Interruptions’ s0 
prolonged the hearing that the com- 
mittee’s plan of concluding today 
was abandoned, and the arguments 
will be resumed tomorrow. 

Justice Daniel F. Cohfian, of the 
New York state supreme court, and 
Frank P. Walsh, who headed the 
Irish-American delegation sent to 
Paris during the peace negotiations, 
appeared to espouse the cause .-of 
Irish freedom and ask for passage 
of the bill. The arguments in op- 
position were made by George L. 
Fox, of New Haven, Conn.; George 
T. Lemon, of Troy, N. Y., president 
of the National Federation of Pres- 
byterian Patriotic Societies, and 
others. ° 

De Valera Not Present. 
Eamon de Valera, president of the 
Irish republican government, * who 
came to Washington yesterday to 
confer with Irish-American lead- 
ers, did not appear at the meeting, 
but Harry Boland, secretary of the 
republic’s “parliament,” sat with 
Justice Cohalan and Mr. Walsh, and 
frequently advised them in the pre- 
sentation of their case.

Emma Goldm an 
Refuses to Part 
From Berkman 


She Abandons Legal 
Fight Against Deporta- 
tion in Order to Accom- 
pany Berkman to Soviet 
Russia. 


New York, December 12.—Rather 
than be separated from Alexander 
Berkman, her companion of years, 
Emma Goldman announced tonight 
through her attorney that she had 
abandoned her legal fight in the 
supreme court to prevent her de- 
portation to soviet Russia with 
Berkman and some eighty other 
radicals. 

Harry Weinberger, her attorney, 
in a letter to Asisstant Attorney 
General Stewart at Washington, 
asked that Miss Goldman’s applica- 
tion for a writ of error or appeal 
and relese on bail be withdrawn. 
He said that this request was made 
“in view of the statement made by 
your department and the commis- 
sioner general of immigration that 
Emma Goldman 
Berkman and other Russians will 
be deported within ten days to so- 


viet Russia.” a 
The letter said Miss Goldman 


preferred jail or deportation “to 
continued custody on Ellis Island.” 

The refusal of the supreme court 
to delay Berkman’s’ deportation, 
the attorney said, also had led Miss 
Goldman to abandon her fight. He 
quoted her as saying that “if Berk- 
man must go, I and the rest will 
go with him.” Later, a statement 
was issued by Miss Goldman in 
which she said:

CLEAR Tht DEBRIS 


Situation Is Greatly Im- 
proved at All Points, 
With the Exception of 
Montgomery and Selma. 


MONTGOMERY FACING 
CRITICAL SITUATION 


Crest of Flood Passes, 
Leaving the Alabama 
Capital Without Street 
Car Service or Gas and 
the-Electric Plants Bad- 
ly Crippled. 


(By Associated Press.) 

The Alabama river seemed to be 
the center last night of the floods 
that for nearly 4 week have inun- 
dated the lower portions of three 
states. As the crest passed Mont- 
gomery, leaving the city withaut 
street car service, gas lights and 
with hardly enough power from 
crippled electric plants for street 
lights and water supply, reports 
from Selma*became more alarming. 
At that point it was said the river 
had risen to such a stage as to 
threaten the lower sections of the 
town and cause fears that the gas 
and electric plants would be shut 
down. Eufaula, Ala., on the Chat- 
tahoochee, reported a stage of 53 
feet there and although it was said 
the river was rising slowly, it was 
thought the danger to the Central 
of Georgia railroad bridge had 
passe 

Reports from Hattiesburg, Merid- 
ian, Enterprise and other portions 
of Mississippi showed the floods re- 
ceding, leaving washed-out railroad 
lines, heavy damage to property 
and live stock and a total of seven 
dead. Three persons were drowned 
near Atlanta and five near Mont- 
gomery, one near Prattville and 
another life was lost in a wreck due 
to floods near Selma, bringing the

WILSON IS WILLING

Regional Directors of 
Railroads Are Given Au- 
thority to Lift Restric- 
tions on Use of Light, 
Heat and Power as Rap- 
idly as Fuel Situation 
Permits. 


Washington, December 12.—Re- 
gional directors of railroads were 
given authority tonight by Director 
General Hines to remove restrictions 
on the use of light, heat and power 
derived from coal as soon as the 
fuel situation warrants. 

The regional directors also were 
authorized to restore train service 
removed or curtailed to meet the 
coal shortage due to the bituminous 
miners’ strike as soom as the fuel 
supply in the various regions jus- 
tifies. 

Sending out of the instructions 
constituted the first atep taken by 
the. government in the light of ex- 


}; pectation that miners would accept 


the -goverhment’s strike settlement 
proposal and return to work, 
Director General Hines in an- 
nouncing his action said conditions 
in the regions varied greatly, and 
coal still was being shipped from 
the east to the west, but that re- 
moval of restrictions might be 


shortly justified. 
Miners Are Returning. 


The railroad administration -re- 
ceived unofficial estimates during 
the day that from 65 to 70 per cent 
of the miners had gone back to 
work. Private reports to operators 
said that in Indiana nearly all the 
men had returned, but elsewhere a 
good deal of delay was being shown. 

Fuel Administrator Garfield’s res-! 
ignation, sent to President Wilson 
yesterday, was discussed by white 
house officials who expressed the 
belief that it would be accepted, 
though it was not indicated that 
the president had as yet acted, 

The work of the fuel administra- 
tion, it was said, probably would ’be 
transferred to the railroad adminis- 
tration. Dr. Garfield refused to dis- 
cuss his resignation, but it was un- 
derstood it resulted from his dis- 
approval of the decision of the ad- 
ministration to place settlement of 
the wage and price controversy into 
the hands of a commission repre- 
sentative of the coal-mining indus- 
try. 

“Of course, it will be accepted,”

Army Captain 
Got Confession 


Private Yates Tells How 
He Was Forced to Sign 


Captain Karl Detzer. 


New York, December 12.—Private 
Fred M. Yates, testifying today at 
the court-martial of Captain Karl] 
W. Detzer,' charged with brutality 
to army prisoners while in command 
of a military police company at 
Le Mans, France, declared he was 
forced to sign a confession that 
he had stelen army property, which 
was untrue, at the point of a pistol 
held by the captain. Yates is serv- 
ing a two-year sentence at Fort Jay 
for drawing a revolver on Captain 
Detzer| He also said Detzer’s aides 
beat him in the face with their fists 
in the captain’s presence. 

After he had signed the alleged 
confession to the theft he saye he 
did not commit, the witness said 
he was ordered to stand at atten- 
tion for a long period. Later he 
said he was ordered to a _confine- 
ment camp and his hands bound s0 
tightly that the ropes “cut to the 
quick.” 

When the captain put two guards 
in charge of him, the witness said, 
the defendant told the guards that 
‘if Yates makes a move shoot him 
so full of holes that he’ll look like 
a sieve.” 

Yates claimed that he- saw the 
captain beat up other prisoners, one 
of whom was pulled from a chair 
by the hair and knocked about. 

In .cross-examination he denied 
that he had been stealing in Le 
Mans, that he was connected wtih 
a gang there, or that he had drawn 

a revolver on the captain as alleged 
in the charges on which he was

Men whose financial loss has 
probably reached into the scores of 
thousands are giving no perceptible 
attention to the disaster from that 
Standpoint, and are bending every 
effort toward alleviating temporary 
inconvenienees and potential desti- 
tution, 

One prominent business man of 
the little city, between the times 
taken up by semilingly giving orders 
to a Jaughing gang of laborers that 
were clearing away debris, man- 
aged to say: 


“Nobody appreciates the offérs of | 


help from the outside fhore than do 
we people of West Point, but we 
don’t want people to be sorry for us. 
We're going to come back, and come 
back fast. 


“Coming-Back Sort.” 
“Why, right now, 
come 


to do your Christmas shopping. In- 
side of thirty days you won’t know 


this town. . It’s just’ the coming- 
back sort, that’s all!” 

Loafing is not being countenanced. 
People must work if they hang 
around. Sightseers are vastly un- 
popular, and feel out.of place, for 
everybody else is doing his or her 
best to put the plan of rehabilitation 
to working in earnest. 

All inconveniences of food and 
drink are thought to be entirely 
eliminated: now. Springs are plen- 
tiful within two or three miles of 
the eastern side of the river, and 
LaGrange and ‘other nearby towns 
are furnishing ample drinking wa- 
ter. The water situation on the 
western side of the river is no worse, 
and if there should be a temporary 
scarcity of water, the chance of an 
epidemic from that source is avoid- 
ed by the fact that every family 
has been provided with sufficient 
chlorinated lime to purify the drink- 
Ing water necessary for several days’ 
supply. 

No Profiteering. 


Profiteering is guarded against 
by the fact that all available com- 
modities are inventoried, and rea- 
sonable retail prices set on 
financial transaction, to 


food, 

Those without fugds may procure 
their necessities of life as readilv as 
the more affluent. heir credit is 
good as far as their needs extend, 
and if there is no possibility of their 
paying, the citizens who are more 
able to do so have said that the 
poor should not be charged for their 
commoditiedg., 

Plans are already being laid for 
the future of the city, details of 
levees and guards against future 
inundation being foremost in the 
plans considered. 

Women Active. 

It is thought that within the 
next several hours the western bank 
of the river will again have its wa- 
ter supply, since the motors of the 
pumping Plant were not damaged 
further than the temporary disabil- 
ity caused by the standing under 
water for several hours. 

The women of West Point have

on the eastern bank of the river, 
and are active in mapping out and 
executing the plans for that portion 
of the work that needs their care.

It is also 
reported that Wood’s and Pittmans’ 
bridges.over the Oconee river, also 
Harden’s bridge in Banks county, 
over the Grove river, also one end 
of Sims’ bridge over the same riv- 
er, and Martin’s bridge, near Hud- 
son River Baptist church, have -all 
been washed away, or badly dam- 
aged. It is also reported that the 
water is standing two inches deep 
on the floor of Wright’s mill on the 
Hudson river today. Considerable 
work has been done in this saction 
recently upon the public roads, and 
where the county authorities have 
had time to have the roads “top 
soiled” the roads have not been 
hurt, but where they have not had 
time to “top-soil” the roads, it is 
reported that the roads nave been 
badly washed by the recent torren- 
tial rains throughout this section.

FLOOD DAMAGE HEAVY, 
ANNISTON REPORTS 


Anniston,. Ala... December 12.— 
(Special.)\—Flood damage. in Cal- 
houn county will mount into several 
thousands of dollars. teports are 
now being received of heavy dam- 
age done to roads and bridges by 
high water during the past three 
the greatest single piece of 
destruction being the washing away 
of the Downing Mill bridge, the 
longest covered bridge in the coun- 
ty, which crossed Choccolocco creek. 
The bridge was swept from its foun- 
dation while several people were on 
it watching the flood, and who 
escaped with difficulty before the 
structure collapsed. In many por- 
tions of the county roads were bad- 
ly washed and damage was down 
in low lying places to land and farm 
property. No loss of life has been 
reported from any point in this dis- 
trict. 

In Anniston the damage caused 
by Snow creek overflowing was 
principally to manufacturing plants. 
The gas plant of the Alabama Pow- 
er company was put out of commis- 
sion completely until this morning 
when the makine of gas was re- 
sumed. The Anniston Packing com- 
pany’s plant was flooded and the 
employees worked for a great part 
of the time wearing rubber boots 
and wading to and from the plant. 
Employees of the Anniston Cordage 
company were taken from the mill 
at the height of the flood in 
wagons, but no damage was done 
to the plant. 

The Anniston Star, with no gas 
available for its linotype machines, 
had recourse to gasoline tanks from 
popeorn roasters and was able to 
issue one edition each day, In hun- 
dreds of homes in the.city it was 
not possible to cook any food from 
Tuesday morning until this morning 
and restaurants had a rush of trade.

mad over the personnel of the com- 
mittee on platform and policies se- 
ected by the republican national 
committee here this week, to frame 
the platform for the Chicago con- 
vention of next June. They charge 
that it is so thoroughly “old guard” 
“4&8 to leave the progressiye wing of 
the party “out in the cold” on the 
most vital party problem, aside 
from the selection of the presiden- 
tial candidate. | 

The progressives insist that no 
recognition whatever has been ac- 
corded the wing of the party which 
has led in liberal policyeand legis- 
lation and away from the “reaction- 
ary” and “‘“stand-pat” principles 
which brought about the democrat- 
ic landslide in the congressional con- 
tests of 1910 and later a democratic 
president for two terms. 

Special exception is taken by the 
Progressives to Senator Boise Pen- 
rose, former Senator W. Murray 


Crane, of Massacnusetts; Senator 
Reed Smoot, of Utah; Colone] 
Charles B. Warren, of Michigan, 
who is held to have been the chiei 
factor in norminating William H. 
aft at Chicago in 1912; Herbert 
Parsons, of New York, and M,. F. 
Crocker, of California, who has been 
charged with being largely respon- 
sible for the Hughes defeat in that 
State.

The opposition to the committee 
comes chiefly from the west, where

ing but the nomination. They con- 
tend that Senator Warren G. Hard-

‘Three members of the senate, all 
members of the national committee, 
are on the platform and _ policies 
committee. Two of them, Senator 
Kellogg, of Minnesota, and Smoot, 
of Utah, were very pronounced 
“mild reservationists;” Senator Pen- 
rose, of Pennsylvania, is, the third. 
Former Senator Murray Crane, of 
Massachusetts, who was active in 
urging ratification of the treaty in 
some form or other and who was 
credited’ with having blocked the 
unqualified indorsement of Senator 
Lodge’s course on the treaty by the 
republican state convention of Mas- 
sachusetts, is a member of the com- 
mittee. ther members could be 
named who are regarded by many 
of the republican senators as being 
opposed either to standing on the 
Lodge reservations as the “‘irreduci- 
ble minimum” or of making a party 
issue of the treaty. 

Statement of Lodge. 
ee Lodge’s statement fol- 
Ows: 

“I was very much interested in 
the plan of the national committee 
to have a committee appointed con- 
sisting of twelve members of the 
national committee and forty or 
fifty outsiders, who represent dif- 
ferent interests in the country, suca 
as farmers, labor, business, etc. to 
consider different questions to be 
dealt with in the resolutions adopt- 
ed at Chicago. I think that in this 
way a great deal better results will 
be obtained. It so happens that 1 
have been a member of seven na- 
tional conventions. 

“IT have presided over two of them 
and I have served four times on the 
committee on resolutions, twice as 
chairman of that committee. 1 
therefore have some immediate and 
practical knowledge of the making 
of thé declaration of principles in a 
national convention. The commit- 
tee on resolutions usually sits two 
days and two nights continuously. 
They are under pressure. They are 
overwhelmed with all sorts of crude 
propositions hastily given, and with 
constant pressure from local and 
special interests here and there. The 
result is apt to be, in many respects 
apart from the leading issues, a 
series of more or less confused 
promises. 

“I think the question of what is 
to go into a national platform 
ought to have longer and beiter con- 
sideration than this and that all 
those who represent serious inter- 
ests and who desire some declara- 
tion in the platform ought to have 
an opportunity to prepare it and 
bring it before the committee. 
Resolutions prepared in this way 
would represent care and thought 
and preparation by the people who 
have given long and serious con- 
sideration to the question.”

Purchase and sale by the United 
States sugar equalization board of 
both foreign and domestic sugar is 
authorized by the bill, which would 
empower, but not direct, the pres- 
ident to continue the board until 
December 31, 1920, if found neces- 
sary for the public good and to se- 
cure fair prices and equal distribu- 
tion. The bill specifically provides, 
however, that producers, refiners 
and distributors of sugar shall not 
be licensed, as has been the prac- 


tice under the Lever food control 
act. .; 


Under the bill, the board’s control 
over domestic sugar would be lim- 
ited to September 20, 1920, when-the 
beet and cane crops in this country 
come in. 

The sugar siqpation was discussed 
also in the house. Representative 
Treadway, republican, Massachu- 
setts, presented a resolution of the 
Massachusetts legislature urging 
congress to place an empargo on 
Sugar exports, but Chairman Ford- 
ney, of the house ways and means 
committee, .declared an embargo 
would violate an agreement made 
by the sugar equalization board 
with Great Britain and France.

The Macon, Dublin and Savan- 
nah railroad is cut off from the 
city, passengers being brought in 
from Camp Wheeler in automobiles.

“To the Public: The southern 
regional coal committee is glad to 
be able to announce a general re- 
laxation of the restrictions upon the 
use of fuel which the people of the 
south have observed so loyally dur- 
ing the crisis brought on by the coal 
miners’ strike. Upon receipt of the 
necessary authority from the cen- 
tral committee at Washington, the 
following instructions were sent to- 
night to the railroad officials in

“All restrictions upon hours of 
operation and business of industries, 
stores; office buildings, etc, im- 
posed by fuel conservation regula- 
tions announced on November 29 and 
by subsequent modifications and ad- 
ditions thereto, are hereby suspend- 
ed -until further notice. Full in- 
formation will be given to the news- 
papers and press associations, but 
you should see that all your offi- 
cials and local agents are advised 
promptly of this suspension so they 
may be in position to notify their 
communities. Formal notice should 
be given particularly to the mayor 
or other chief local public officer 
who has been co-operating in en- 
forcement of the regulations. 

“Immediate suspension of the reg- 
ulations is possible because of the 
increased coal production in the re- 


gion and is desirable because of the

UNITED STATES WANTS 
MEXICAN SHOW-DOWN

A number of incidents of recent oc- 
currence have caused close observ- 
ers of Mexican politics to believe 
that Luis Cabrera, secretary of the 
treasury, is trying to enlist British 


‘interest in Mexico in order to sup- 


ply the commercial outlet and busi- 
ness connections that the United 
States has long enjoyed. The fol- 
lowing facts have been noted in ada- 
viees from Mexico City during the 


last two months: 

Frequent visits of Colonel Mc- 
Lean, of the British army, on sper 
cial mission to Mexico City. During 
each of these visits he has been in 
close connection with Luis Cabrera, 

Visits of General Critchley and 
Major Howard, of the British army, 
who are interested. in promoting 
big land development schemes in 
Mexico, and with whom Cabrera has 
had extensive conferences. 

Permission granted by Cabrera’s 
department to export cotton, said 
to be 5,000 bales, to England, despite 
the fact that this cotton was needed 
for domestic consumption and that 
the business men of Mexico pro- 
tested. 

Rafael Nieto, formerly acting min- 
ister of Hacienda, is en route to 
London at the head of a financial 
mission, ostensibly to close up the 
affairs of the former financial 
agency in England, but reported to 
be empowered to open negotiations 
with British financial interests and 
the wovernment for a rehabilitation 
loan to Mexico and the composure 
of the relations pnetween the two 
countries. 

British oil companies are given 
permits to drill wells when and un- 
der exactly similar circumstances 
American companies are refused 
permits. 

The Mexican government has an- 
nounced that it intends to return 
to the British owners at an early 
date the Mexico-Vera Cruz railway 
which was seized by Carranza at 
the time he took over all the rail- 
roads and other public utilities in 
Mexico. 


Favorg Shown Britons. 


Norman King, Britigh consul gen- 
eral in Mexico City, having been 
appointed more than two years ago, 
has been permitted to continue his 
work even when Carranza ordered 
the deportation of A. Cunard 
Cummins, who was in charge of the 
British diplomatic offices in the 
Mexican capital. Cummins was al- 
lowed to remain in Mexico after his 
deportation was ordered. 

Possibility of a complete shut-off 
of the Mexican oil supply is not re- 
garded seriously at present by the 
shipping board, Chairman Payne 
said today. However, he added, a 
continued unfriendly attitude on 
the part of the Mexican government 
toward American oil interests might 
seriously embarrass the board in the 
vfuture. 

The board’s present contract for 
fuel of] runs until April 1, the chair- 
man said, and there is every reason 
to believe that under it deliveries 
will continue uninterruptedly. But 
after April 1, if conditions in the 
oil fields of Mexico are unfavorable, 
he said, it may be difficult to keep 
the board’s fleet of oil burners 
supplied with fuel. 

According to officials of the board 
the present contract for fuel oil is 
for 10,000,000 barrels for deliver 
between April 1, 1919, and April 1, 
1920. About 7,000,000 barrels have 
been delivered to date.

Mexico City, December 12.—Dis- 

atches from Washington to the ef- 
fect that the Mexican governments 
forced curtailment of the petroleum 
production is a menace to the Amer- 
ican merchant marine have brought 
a prompt statement from official 
sources. The petroleum department 
is quoted as declaring that from the 
potential daily prosuction of ap-

American Ace 
Gives Views On 
Future Aviation 


Eddie Rickenbacher Tells 
House Committee Mil- 
lions of: Dollars’ Worth 
of Timber Could Be 
Saved Yearly by Air 
Firefighters. 


Washington, December 12.—De- 
struction of ammunition dumps and 
entire cities, 75 to 100 miles away, 
by aeroplanes “roosting” 15,000 feet 
in the air, without firing a shot or 
dropping a bomb, was predicted to- 
day by Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, 
America’s ace of aces, before the 
house committee on accounts. 
Captain Rickenbacker based his 
remarkable forecast on the devel- 
opment of electrical lenses which 
follow the same principle as that 
of am boy using a small magnifying 
glass or a lense from his mother’s 
opera glasses to set fire to bits of 
paper by focusing the sun’s rays. 
“It will be possible, through per- 
fected lenses,” Captain Rickenback- 
er stated, “for aeroplanes to focus 
rays on targets more than 75 miles 
distant and to set fire to such tar- 
gets. There is no doubt in my mind 
that electric lense devices will be 
provided to do that very thing. With 
aeroplanes 15,000 to 20,000 feet in 
the air a great range of operations 
is possible.” 

“Members of the committee indi- 
cated their skepticism by the trend 
of their questions. Captain Ricken- 
backer said: 

“You know that you can set fire 
to a piece of paper or a shaving 
by focusing the sun’s rays that go 
through a small magnifying glass on 
the object. This is simply an en- 
largement of that principle. Fu- 
ture wars will be won or lost in 
the air. That is true because just 


such dévices as the one I have men- 
tioned will be brought into play.” 
Air Fire Fighters. 
Immediate development of the 
aeroplane to fight forest fires from 
air, transport merchandise overseas, 
and carry fast’ transcontinental 
business, also was predicted by Cap- 
tain Rickenbacker. 
“The aeroplane e@#s @ passenger 
carrier will never be a successful! 
contender of the automobile,” he; 
said, “but there will be aeroplane 
routes operated on regular sched- 
ules covering the’ United States. 
They will fly in all kinds of weath- 
er, and all hours of the day. A 
compass will take them through 
over a course determined upon in 
advance. The wireless telephone 
should be perfected so that com- 
munication may be had between the 
machine and the aerodrome as it 
passes over. 
“It should be possible for the ma- 
chine to check in, reporting its num- 
ber, speed, altitude and destinatiop. 
The station should be prepared to 
tell the plane that plane number 
so-and-so flew over at an altitude 
of 10,000 feet 15 minutes before. 
“Every city of 25,000 people should 
have a municipal aerodrome, so 
equipped. There will be artificial 
means of clearing for from any 
aerodrome, so it will be possible to 
land in all kinds of weather.” 
Laconic Reply. 
“What have you in min@ to do 
that?” asked Representative Frear, 
of Wisconsin, chairman of the com- 
mittee. 
“Electrical devices,” repiled the 
witness, laconically. 
One-tenth the forest rangers now 
employed by the United States gov- 
ernment could prevent the destruc- 
tion of millions of dollars’ worth of 
timber annually if they were taken 
off horseback and put in aeroplanes, 
Rickenbacker told the committee. 
“So much more territory can be

FIVE “AGES” PLEAD 
FOR AR DEPARTMENT 


Washinaton*iiemer 12.— Five 
American aces, credited with having 
brought down more than fifty Ger- 
man airplanes, advocated today be- 
fore a house subcommittee the cre- 
ation of an aeronautical department 
of the government to co-ordinate 
all aerial activities. The group in- 
cluded Captain “Eddie’’ Ricken- 
bacher, officially . credited with 
twenty-seven air victories 
France; Major Charles J. Biddle, 
Philadelphia; Captain F. E. Kindley, 
Gravette, Ark.; Major J. A. Meiss- 
ner,BRirmingham, Ala., and Captain 
J. A. Healey, Washington. All as- 
serted that the air forces in France 
would have been much more effi- 
cient if administered by a depart- 
ment of aeronautics. 

Glenn L. Martin, Cleveland, vet- 
eran airplane designer and builder; 
J. K. Robinson, Greenwich, R. L; 
Colonel FI. LL. Arnold, San Francis«- 
co, Cal; Archie Miller, Washing- 
ton; Captain Walter R. Lawson, 
Langley field, Virginia, and Lieu- 
tenant Commander P. N. L Bellin- 
ger, commander of the NC-1 during 
the transatlantic flight. also ex- 
pressed their views. Commander 
Bellinger, testifying as to the ad- 
vantages of a united air service 
from the standpoint of naval flyers, 
said that the naval air forces, while 
working well, were not up to full 
efficiency and could be improved 
through the proposed consolidation. 

Speaking for civilian flyers and 
aircraft manufacturers, Mr. Martin 
said the American aircraft industry 
would soon become extinct without 
early and substantial aid from the 
government. He urged extended use 
of airplanes to the postal, fisher- 
ies and forest reserve services. 

Recommendations made during 
the hearing included establishment 
of a national flying academy;: gov- 
ernment subsidies to manufacturers 
and preliminary training of army 
and navy flyers under the same sys- 


tem. 

Major Biddle declared vital aerial 
activities in France were often se- 
riously delayed by lack of equip- 
ment. The order to stop work in 
this country on Snrad planes, issued 
in December, 1917, was “regretta- 
ble,” he said, and “would Sot have 
been issued had aviation officers 
had anything to do with it. 

Meissner and Rickenbacher de- 
nied reports that Lieutenant Quen- 
tin Roosevelt had been killed after 
his flying companions had deserted 
him. 

Meissner said Roosevelt had been 
lost in a cloud bank, “and, due to 
his inexperience as a pilot, was con- 
fused and ioined up with a German 
squadron. being later shot down. 

Rickenbacher added that the 
flicht during which Roosevelt was 
killed was only the second in which 
he ever participated az a combat- 
ant. é'

No official report as to casualties 
and prisoners in the fighting be- 
‘tween federals and Villistas had 
been received in Piedras Negras to- 
night and details of the engagement 
were meager.

“According to the papers today, 
Bradstreet’s report shows that the 
cost of things to eat has increased 
another 1% per cent in the last 30 
days, notwithstanding the millions 


lost in falling markets by middle 
western producers. When: sugar is 
released from federal control De- 
cember 21, we may certainly expect 
to see that necessity soar. Nine 
months ago a dollar would buy five 
pounds of coffee. Today it will buy 
only two pounds. A nickel sack of 
tobacco now costs 10 cents. In it 
the smoker finds a little card which 
reads: ‘Special notice: This pack- 
age should be sold for 5 cents. Your 
dealer makes a fair margin of profit 
at this price.’ 

“Lumber sells at from $70 to $102 
per thousand feet. I gave it from 
a lumber man who has spent his 
life in the business that this is at 
least 30 per cent beyond all rea- 
sonable profit, And so it goes, and 
will continue to go, until we beggar 
the people, lower consumption, and 
kill demand, unless we find and 
apply the means to check the game 
of grab, which is at the bottom 
of most of our troubles. Men work- 
ing for wages may be expected to 
keep asking for more, They must 
if. a family of five is to be shod 
with $18 shoes all around and sup- 
plied with other wearables and with 
eatables at constantly increasing 
prices, 


Prison Offense. 


“Profiteering is now a prison of- 
fense, and I hope to see state gov- 
ernmen stactively assist the federal 
department of jiiStice in bringing all 
such offeders to book. Let tHe pow- 
ers of the government be summoned 
into action for the protection of the 
people, keeping in mind every hour 
of the day and every day of.the 
week that the interests of the pub- 
lic are above and beyond those of 
any organization or association, 
whether of capital or of individuals, 

“T am inclined to think that.as an 
emergency measure it might be well 
to give the federal government pow- 
er to limit gross*profits, as.Canada 
has been doing so successfully, re- 
quiring every dealer or manufac- 
turer from the-time the raw ma- 
terial leaves the hands of the pro- 
ducer until the product reaches,.the 
consumer to mark the cost price to 
him on all his goods, also his own 
selling price, and be prepared to 
show invoices. This will make it 
possible quickly to spot the man 
who jis doing the profiteering. I ad- 
vance these suggestions, not as 
emergency measures only, but to 
curb a widespread evil and abuse 
which has long been growing, until 
it has become the bane of legitimate 
business, a serious handicap to hon- 
est merchandising, an incubus to 
national prosperity and a grievous 
burden to the American people, now 
saddled with a huge war debt and 
supporting a $5,000,000,000 a year 
government, 

“What deep suffering shall. we 
have to go through before every 
American can see clearly that, with 
a world slowly and desperately 
beating back to normal condition, 
we must ourselves pull. together 
and stand together for the common 
good to achieve our own personal 
good. Wé shall none of us better 
our condition by stepping on the 


other fellow’s neck to gain greater 


profits or to win a brief increase of 
wage, and, least of all, advance our 


road to ruin. But I want especially 
today to emphasize that the busi- 
ness man who now seeks personal 
advantage at the expense of the 
common good is in the same class as 
the red-flag demagogue, the black-

Halifax, N. S., December 12.— 
Fourteen vessels, wrecked, missing 
or making port in a crippled condi- 
tion, were recorded by marine au- 
thorities today as victims of storms 
Which swept the North Atlantic 
coast during the last two days.

MORE DEADLY DELAY. 


Instead of taking hold of the na- 
tional railroad situation in a spirit 
of constructiveness and of deter- 
mination to solve it in a way most 
helpful to the country and fair to 
all interests concerned, congress 
seems to be unwilling to do any- 
thing more than to “debate” it. 

Already the pending railroad leg- 
islation has been “debated” until 
the public is weary of the unen-

guard would almost certainly bring. 

The situation is serious; and de- 
lay. by’ congress is charged with 
danger. 

Nob.dy is more fully aware of 
that fact than are the members of 
congress themselves; and yet they 
refuse to do more than to talk! 

Action is what the railroad, in- 
dustrial, commercial and business 
interests, and the Ame2-ican people 
°s a whole want—actlon, not eter- 
nal t:ix and political horse-plaz 
with such a vital and momentous 
question as the fate of the rail- 
roads! 

Let congress bring the thing to 
a vote! Pass some sort of a meas- 
ure—the best that is possible un- 
der tle circumstances. And then 
later on any imperfections that 
exist in the plan adopted can easily 


be remedied as they manifest them- | 


selves.

It was bad enough for Senator 
Lodge to load upon the peace treaty 
reservations that practically nulli- 
fied it; it is infinitely worse that the 
should now propose to continue the 


nation through 1920 in a technical 
State of war in order that his reser- 
vations may figure in the canvass 
for the presidency. This is not 
Ss“ tesmanship, but the rankest kind 
of partizanship. It is discreditable 
to a man of Senator Lodge’s great 
attainments, and it puts a burdenon 
the republican party that it should 
not be asked to carry. 


Our distinguished senior senator 
once said that he left his politics 
at the water’s edge; that .. foreign 


affairs he thought and acted only as 
an American. He will assert, in- 
deed, he has more than once assert- 
ed it, that in this instance his mo- 
tive is entirely free from any parti- 
San bias; th. nehas considered only 
his country’s good. Perhaps he has; 
we cannot read his heart. “ But how- 
ever pure and lofty his motive, the 
results are extremely unfortunate. 
He has done America an injury, not 
a service. 


The country knows that the treaty 
was submitted to the senate more 
than four months ago, and while 


it was being debated Great Brit- 
ain, France, Italy, Japan and Ger- 
many ratified it without modifica- 
tion. Whether it was the best possi- 
ble treaty that cculd be devised did 
not particularly concern them. They 
were content to recognize the fact 
thatit was the only treaty that the 
representatives of all the govern- 
ments had drafted. They took it as 
the bride takes the bridegroom— 
for better or for worse. The chief 
thought with them all was to bring 
the war to an end in order that they 
might devote themselves to the 
works of peace, They felt that they 
must puttheir own houses in order, 
just as we need to put ours, and 
that this could not be done while 
peace was in the balance. However 
objectionable certain provisions of 
the treaty might be to them, they 
knew that it at least accomplished 
the main object; it wrote the de- 
feat of Germany and provided ade- 
quate penalties for her high crimes. 
The league of nations, made an in- 
tegral part of the treaty, might not 
be the best possible instrument for 
maintaining the world at peace, but 
it was at least a means toward that 
end, and if operations under it re- 
vealed serious defects they could 
subsequently be remedied; indeed, if 
any nation found, upon trial, that 
this covenant was a serious detri- 
ment ot its own interests and sub- 
jected it to unnecessary dangers, the 
way was wide open for its honora- 
ble withdrawal. 


But how different was the senate’s 
attitude, at least that portion of the 
senate led by Senator Lodge! There 


the treaty must be revamped, just 
as if it concerned America alone. 
We could fight with our allies for 
the purpose of whipping Germany, 
we could use their resources and 
mén, just as they used ours, to help 
win the victory, but wecould not 
sfand with them in the peace that 
came out of the victory. We must 
now go it alone, we must now tell 
them that the peace they signed 
was not a good enough peace for us 
because it did not leave us free 
from the responsibilities of main- 
taining it. 


And now, instead of mending this 
matter as speedily as possible, Sen- 
ator Lodge proposes to drag it on 


through another year, to keep us 
at war with Germany while the rest 
of the world is at peace with her, 
in order that he may subject his 
reservations to the test of popular 
approval. He is much surer than 
we are as to what the results of 
that test will be, but even if his 
confidence is fully justified he and 
his associates have no moral right 
to maintain the present state of af- 
fairs merely to vindicate his posi- 
tion. As the senate leader of the 
republican party he shows poor gen- 
eralship when he asks the party to 
wage its national campaign on an 
issue that does not properly belong 
to the realm of party politics. More- 
over, if the course he advises is fol- 
lowed the country will run the risk 
of serious disturbances. Business 
cannot go ahead under such unfa- 
vorable conditions, and the work of 
reconstruction must halt. His is a 
suicidal program and it ought to be 
ended before it is begun. The im- 
perative duty confronting the coun- 
try is to establish peace by disposing 
of the peace treaty, and anyone who 
Capbinge the discharge of that duty 
no friend of .America.

Last Night’sDreams--What They Mean 
Did You Dream About Goats? 


Freud states that modern dream 
books are but plagiarisms of ancient 
eastern writings of the same char- 
acter and are necessarily b.d ones 
because in nearly all cases the east- 
ern interpretations of dreams hung 
upon a play upon words which is, 
of course, lost in turning them into 
another language. This statement 
may be open to doubt and it is 
rather probable that the modern 
empiric interpretation of dreams has 
gradually grown-up through a min- 
sling of Teutonic, Celtic, Gallic and 
ancient Roman and Greek supersti- 
tions, which would account for the 
divergence of the interpretations 
With regard to their symbolism. 

The most famous dream prophecy 
depending upon a play upon words 
is that given by the soothsayer 
Aristandros to Alexander when that 
monarch was besieging Tyre. Al- 
exander was much disturbed by the 
stubborn resistance of the city and 
the consequent delay in his plans of 
conquest. One night he dreamed that 
he saw one of those goat-like myth- 
Ological creatures, a satyr—Greek 
Satyros—dancing on his shield. He 
demanded of Ari&standros the mean- 


ing of the dream. At once the 
soothsayer replied by dividing the 
word into Sa Tyros (Tyre) Thine is 
Tyre. Alexander took the city. 


Although Freud cites this as an 


_example of his statement it Will be | 


noticed that the play upon words 
was Greek and not Oriental. Satyrs 
were of the male sex and had the 
horns, tail and legs of goats. They 
were mischievous creatures and sent 


the nightmare. To meet them or 
dream of them was accounted by 
the ancients as unlucky, in spite of 
the dream of Alexander. This would 
seem to account for the dictum 
of the modern mystics that to dream 
of a billy goat is unlucky though to 
dream: of killing one or seeing one 
killed is a favorable omen: the lat- 
ter probably originating from the 
killing of a goat as a sin offering 
mentioned in Leviticus. And the in- 
terpretation of a dream of seeing 
only the goat’s horns—that it fore- 
tells bad luck—is easily traced to 
the prophet’s dream of the 
fight between the goat and 
the ram in the eighth chapter of 
Daniel. A few of the empirics say 
that to dream of nanny goats, es- 
pecially if white, is good luck.

Drs. Mudd and Grant, it appears, 
have been conducting some actual 
experiments, using instruments of 
precision in an effort to determine 


what influence chilling of the skin 
Surface may have, if any, on the 
lining of the nose and throat. As 
every moliycoddle knows, it has 
been assumed since Harvey discov- 
ered the circulation of the blood 
that chilling of the surface drives 
the blood inwardly so that conges- 
tion of internal parts and organs 
results. About the time they were 
burning witches in New England 
this inward congestion was deemed 
the cause of any disease which was 
attributed to “taking cold” or “ex- 
posure.” But of late years a doc- 
tor’s mere pronunciamento does not 


.Settle every problem of health and 


so the adherents of the 
catching cold superstition have 
taken to the fence. They sit 
astride the fence agreeing with us 
radicals on the one side that of 
course all so-called “colds” are in- 
fections, essentially caused by bac- 
teria; but also agreeing with the ob- 
Stinate old mollycoddles on the 
other side that “exposure lowers re- 
sistance to the bacteria, and is 
poary bo aay a contributing cause of 
colds,”’ 


We bark and show our teeth, but 
they sit tight on the fence. They're 
afraid to jump down on either side, 
and yet they expect the anxious 
public to “secure plenty of fresh 
air, open the windows, avoid exces- 
sive clothing” and all that sort of 
thing, yet “beware of drafts!’ 

Mudd and Grant directly measur- 
ed the temperature of the skin and 
of the throat lining, and found that 


when the skin is chilled the tem- 
perature is at once reduced in the 
lining of the threat. This is unfor- 
tunate—for the boys on the fence, 
Always they have dwelt on a the- 
oretical congestion of the in’ards 
from a chilling of the surface of the 
body. Yes, the congestion has been 
their mainstay in upholding the no- 
tion that chilling predisposes to in- 
flammation of the nose or throat 
lining. Mudd is not willing to 
Grant the conservatives even this 
small comfort. It’s a shame, and 
so sudden! 

But do not despair, fellows. The 
fence is solid yet. Mudd and Grant 
very kindly suggest several argu- 
ments for you to try over—sops 
to Cerberus: The deficiency of 
blood in the internal part (say the 
lining of the throat) resulting from 
surface chilling may favor bacte- 
rial infection of the part in sev- 
eral conceivable ways, as by dimin- 
ishing the local supply of natura! 
bactericidal substances in the blood, 
or by retarding the removal of the 
ordinary waste ratter from the tis- 
sues of the part, and so forth and 
so on. Oh, your perch on the fence 
is in no danger. You need never 
consent to come down—Jjust keep 
arbitrating.,

From Finland comes a tale of the 
results of direct action. A prosper- 
ous pulp mill had been slowly de- 
veloped by an 
inventor and 
owner named De 
Julin. After 20 
years of toil, 
that owner built 
up a business 
and also a pros- 
perous village. 
He had 2,000 
workers and 
paid good wag- 
es. Then Trotz- 
ky sent bolshev- 
ist agent into 
Finland, organ- 
ized the workers, started direct ac- 
tion, seized the mill, and elected the 
labor agitator, who was an Oiler, 
to be manager. Next, the workers 
discharged all the experts and chem- 
ists. They ran the mill for two 
weeks, without expert guidance, they 
found that pulp was of little value. 
The workers split into two groups 
and began to fight each other. They 
soon found that they could not pro- 
duce paper pulp. One day one group 
of those workers who called them- 
selves “red guards,” looted the mill 
of typewriters, adding machines and 
filing cabinets and sold them. That 
night, the other half of the working 
men, called “white guards,” went to 
the mill and began to carry away 
the machinery to sell that. Soon 
@ general fight developed. Many 
of the workers were killed. Three 
months of bitter cold passed. At 
last out of 2,000 workers only 150 
were left. The women and chileren 
were starving, and but for the fact 
that food was sent from England 
by De Julin, the people would have 
perished. In their despair the few 
workers that were left, sent for t 
owner. It took him 9 months to 2®t 
the mill started, the machinery re- 
paired and the tools replaced. Three 
months of labor union management 
had all but ruined the mill. “That 
is how the bolshevists do things,” 
said De Julin. 


Casson, the author of “Efficiency,” 
has an article on “The Right of the 
Worker to be Well Managed.” His 
argument is very simple. A fac- 
tory is like a battle; if the battle 
is lost, the soldiers blame the gen- 


ing him when the deféat could have 
been prevented. When a ship goes 
on the rocks in time of fog, we 
blame the captain and the pilot. If. 
a garden is non-productive, we do 
not attack the few potatoes, and 
squash and garden peas: we know 
that every good garden has a right 
to a good gardener. It seems tnere- 
fore, that a horse has a right to @ 
good driver, and the coal has-a right 
to a good miner, and the field h: 
a right to a goed farmer, and a fat- 
tory has a right to a good invenfor, 
and the workman has a right to a 
good manager. 

Naturally, therefore, when the 
workman is denied his right, ard 
suffers therefrom, he reacts into a 
kind of wild«frenzy of revolution 
and becomes.a devil. 

Casson explains the Russian bol- 
shevism by saying, “men and women 
were not allowed/to be human be- 
ings, and therefore became devils 
under the influence of certain malign 
leaders named Lenine and Trotzky.” 

In certain factories and mine, 
the workers have been badly treat- 
ed and they become slackers, just 
as a horse balks after he has been 
badly treated. Refused a voice gs 
to their own hours and conditions 
of labor, they are now demanding 


control. Refuged fair wages, they 
are now demauding all the profits 
as well as the wages, which is @ 
foolish and suicidal thing as well as 
unjust. Fer~a long time, whenever 
the workers rebelled and struck, the 
managers gave them anything they 
asked for, and then charged the ex- 
tra costs to the consumer, but now 
in the vicious circle, the worker 
finds ‘that he is the consumer, and 
that the more he forces his advance 
of wages, the prices he has to pay 
go up even mofe rapidly, with the 
result that after every strike he is 
worse off than he was before. The 
conclusion of the whole matter is 
this: the man who received from 
nature the gift of the worker, with 
the mind ard muscle, cannot mane 
are a factor .gince that manage- 
ment means the‘gift of mind and ore 
ganization. Those half-crazed and 
starving workers, who took charge 
of the factory, and then were hune- 
gry and cold until they were brought 
tu the point of death, tell us that 
every worker has the right to be 
well managed, and that good work 
and management alone can solve the

New German T actics 


By FRANK H. SIMONDS. 


Despite a certain measure of ap- 
prehension excited in Paris and 
London over the manifest stiffening 
of the attitude and tone of the 
German government, there seems 
little reason to believe that the 
German is contemplating a new ap- 
peal to arms or an open resistance 
to allied demands. In point of fact 
it is the weakness, not the strength 
of the German government which 
drives it to its present course. 

The Paris conference, in making 
new demands upon the Germans, 
netably the demand for compensa- 
tion for the sinking of the German 
warships in Scapa Flow, has adopt- 
ed a policy which if logical and 
natural from one point of view is 
somewhat dubious from another. 
After allit must be worth something 
to the world to prevent the fall of 
the government now in control in 
Germany, since its fall will unques- 
tionably contribute to a reaction to- 
ward the “old gang.” 

When Europe overthrew Napoleon 
it deliberately replaced the emperor 
by a Bourbon king, but in oraer to 
maintain that sovereign and thus to 
guard against any new Napoleonic 
or revolutionary outbreak, it made 
many concessions to the French na- 
tion, both in the matter of the 
terms of peace and in other only 
less important circumstances, 


It was not that there was in 1815 
any less dislike for France among 
her conquerors than there is now 


for Germany among the nations 
which have defeated her. But it 
was well recognized by the states- 
men of the earlier period that a 
Bourbon government promised for 
Europe and for their countries 
greater security and infinitely less 
peril of attack than any other that 
was conceivable, 


As to Germany, since November, 
1918, the allied nationg have been 
unable to adopt a policy which in- 
cluded a recognition that one fac- 


tion was more desirable than an- 
other. The result has beenthat the 
republican government, however 
illusory its republicanism from cer- 
tain standpoints, has been again 
and again subjected to demands 
bound to arouse German oppostion 
and thus to ugdermine the govern- 
ment itself. / 


What hag now happened is that 
the Ebert government, faced by the 
mounting unrest of the junker ele- 


ment, confronted by a manifest 
drift in certain quarters at least, to- 
ward the old regime, has had to 
choose between inviting domestic 
revolt by surrender to the latest al- 
lied demands and inviting new al- 
lied demands and possibly another 
invasion by refusing to comply 
with Paris directions. 


Germans May Yield. 

In the end the Germans may 
yield. Despite all the alarums and 
rumors, the Germans are in no po- 
sition to begin a new war and 


totally unlikely to attempt a re- 
newal of hostilities with an enemy 
whose guns cover Frankfort and 
whose armies occupy Cologne, 
Coblenz and Mayence. But at the 
same time it is clear that at the 
moment the present government is 
more afraid of Germans than of 
foreign foes and is taking the great 
risk of refusing allied demands 
rather than run the risk, greater 
for them, of immediate collapse. 

One difficulty all along has been 
the rather foolish idea on the part 
of the foes of Germany that it was 
impossible to treat Germany as 
anything but an immediate foe until 
such time as the German people 
should consent to confess that they 
had been responsible for the war, 
guilty of untold crimes and were 
now ashamed and penitent. 


Obviously no such state of mind 


: 


. ; 
can ever be expected and to await' 
such a confession before resuming 
any sort of relations with Germany 
ig merest folly. Certainly the Ger . 
man mind remains a sealed book t@ 
the outside world. Assuredly the 
world will do we!! to regard with 
suspicion the future course of & 
country recently capable of things 
which remain inexplicable, but it is 
not less necessary to recognize that 
Germany \exists, will exist and can- 
not be ignored. 

Of the two elements in Germany,- 
the present republican leaders and 
the old junker crowd, the former is 
beyond all question less dangerous, 
conceding that its republicanism is 
a rather thin veneer and its view 
of the causes cf the war and tne 
conduct of Germany is miles re- 
moved from our own. To aid the 
junkers to regain control by cone 
sistently destroying the.small credi 
which the present government pos 
sesses is to play the junker’s ganpe 
rather thanthatofthe western na- 
tions. 

Causes Behind Refusal, 

German refusal now may be In 
some small degree due to the course 
of the United States senate in re- 
fusing to ratify the peace treaty, 
but it is far more the result of the 
plight in which tne German. gov- 
ernment finds itself at home, It 
has no friends, no admirers, it 
could only endure if it were able at 
a price to give the country peace, to 
enable it to get back to work, with 
an accurate knowledge ofits obli- 
gations and a measure of hope for 
future prosperity. 

But just this seems to be impose 
sible. It has seemed impossibl& 
from the moment of the armistice, 
because the allies have never been 
able to achieveaconsistent policg 
Following the armistice a swif 
restoration of peace would have 
found the Germans, still in the sure 
render mood, ready to meet most 
if not all of our conditions. But 
that mood has passed, the iron is 
no longer hot. Little by little hope 
is reviving that the great costs 
may be escaped, more and more the 
saner elements are being cornered 
and the old element which claims 
efficiency as its divine gift is mak- 
ing head. 


We are not in danger of a new 
war with Germany. The talk of 
German armies preparing to repeat 
the uprising of 1813 is mainly moon- 
shine. But we still suffer acutely 
from the lack of “@ policy on the aj- 
lied side, a fallure to recognize the 
dangers of calling back the junk- 
ers, as the victors of Napoleon re- 
called Napoleon from Elba by their 
stupidity. 

The demand for a for the 
sinking of the German ships Is 
justifiable in fact, but it is less 
warranted as a matter of policy. It 


is time to stop adding to the list of 
things Germany must do and begin 
compelling her to perform some of 
the tasks already allotted. Above all 
it is time to aban @ course which 
plays directly into the hands of the 
very eleménts in’Germany most 
dangerous for the world, solely be- 
cause no element fulfils our condi- 
tionse of a repentant Germany. 


Meantime there is little occasion 
for alarm over the reports of n wt 
German armies. Germany may con- 


ceivably be able still’to raise men, 
but not to arm them, not to feed 
them, not to muuition them, while j 
she has no defensé for her seacodts 
and a new conflict would be nothe 
ing more than a signal for French 
armies, fully equipped and admir- 
ably placed to accomplish in Ger- 
many what the Rumanian armies 
have already accomplished in Hun- 
gary.

PAPER SHORTAGE 


_ Yielding to Pressure of 
Small Town Newspa- 
pers, Passage of. Radical 
Restrictive Law Aimed 
at City Papers Is Con- 
sidered.

Washington, December 12.—Con- 
gress, yielding to pressure from 
Small town daily and weekly pub- 
lishers who fear suspension of their 
business through inability to obtain 


neweaprint paper. is considering se- 
Tinoualvy the naceare of one of the 
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most radically restrictive laws ever 
enacted in war or peace. 
A bill urged by: Representative 


Anthony, of Kansas, in the house, 
and sponsored by Senator Capper, of 
Kansas, in the senate, proposes to 
limit the size of newspapers and 
magazines by denying second-class 
mail privileges to publications hav- 
ing excess of a fixed number of 


pages. - 

Although both Senator Capper and 
Representative Anthony are repub- 
licans, the support of their bill is 
bi-partisan and despite its extreme 
nature, stands more n a fair 
chance of passage. The same group 
in congress which yielded to the 
small town and rural press in the 
matter of repealing e daylight 
saving law over the president's vetwe 
and in the Burleson zone system for 
second-class mai] matter, are back 
of the measure. 

The bill proposes that from the 
date of its enactment until July 1, 
1920, “no newspaper or periodica) 
shall be carried in the United States 
mails at the rates provided for sec- 
ond-class postage which shail ex- 
ceed in size the limitations herein 
set forth, and from and after the 
passage of this act the postmaster 
general shall refuse the second- 
class rate of postage to any daily 
newspaper printed with a great«r 
number than 24 pages; to any Sun- 
day newspaper printed with a great- 
er number than 26 pages; to any pe- 
riodical published weekly or  bi- 
weekly of a greater number than 
75 pages: to any monthly period- 
ical printed with a greater number 
than 100 pages.” 

Views ef Bill. 


Following this same _ principle, 


congress cvuuld, if convinced of the 
'mecessity for such action, determine, 


through its power over interstale 
commerce, that a steel manufactur- 
er or a coal operator cvuld ship 
only a certain amount of his prod- 
uct.

viate the plight of the papers in 
their districts. 

Curtailment of the metropolitan 
papers and magazines through the 
power of the postoffice suggested 
itself as the easiest way and sen- 
timent among the rural membership 
crystallized in favor of some such 
measure as that proposed by Sena- 
tor Capper and Representative An- 
thony. The absence of equity in 
such a measure mattered little, and 
it was decided to “railroad” such 
a bill through congress.

Hearings 
were set for next Monday, and de- 
spite the importance of the meas- 
ure, he committee felt that one day 
was adequate for such a discussion 
of it.

Another solution of the newsprint 
shortage, from the standpoint of the 
small publishers, was offered in the 
senate today by Senator Jones, of 


New Mexico, a democrat. He pro-/ 


posed a bill providing that daily 
newspapers carrying in excess of 
24 pages, Sunday not excepted, shall 
be required to pay five times the 


postage they now are charged for 
the cond-class mail privilege. 

In explanation of the bill Sena- 
tor Jones read a telegram from pub- 
lishers of New Mexico papers in 
which it was charged that big city 
dailies are “wasting newsprint” pa- 
per and preventing small towns and 
country papers from getting an ad- 
equate uspply.” 

“1 believe ‘that something must 
be done,” Senator Jones said in the 
senate, “to curtail the use of print 
paper in the manner in which it is 
being done so that the country pa- 
pers may have at least an ordi- 
nary supply. It seems to me that 
one very effective remedy can be 
provided and that is to incrense the 
postal rates on newspaners exceed- 
ing a definite size. With that in 
view, I have drafted this bill pro- 
posing an increase of postal rrtes 
by five times the present rate on 
daily newspapers exceeding 24 pages 
in size. 

Would Affect Larze Dailies. 

The purpose of course is to cur- 
tail the use of print paper by the 
large daily newspapers. especially 
in connection with the Sunday edi- 
tions. It seems to me that if a 
paper contrains as many as 24 pages, 
that ought to be sufficient to give 
the current news of the country an”. 
also provide a sufficient amount of 
space for advertising matter. We 
know that those newspapers are 
carried at a.loss under the pres- 
ent rate of postage. A bill of this: 
kind would serve two very wsefn! 
purposes, to distribute the print pa- 
per throughout the country without 
requiring the country papers to pay 
an excessive price, and also add to 
the postal revenues if any paper 
should decide to publish a paper ex- 
— the size specified in the 


Senator Smoot, of Utah, said that 
he desired to urge that while the 
present famine in print paper ex- 
ists, senators refrain from inserting 
trivia] matter in The Congressional! 
Record. It costs nearly $60 a page 
to print The Record, Senator Smoot 
said, and it is almost impossible to 
obtain the necessary paper. Vice 
President Marshall suggested that 
he would be very glad “to ask the 
senate, if the senator desires him, 
to do so. whether the publication of 
The Congressional Record shall not 
be suspended during the famine in 
print paper.” 

Senator Thomas, of Colorado, ob- 
served that he thought it would be 
a good idea to quit printing The 
Record altogether. That would cur- 
tail the output of senatorial ora- 
tory, he said, and no other way of 
doing this appears possible. 

Scores Newspapers. 

Mr. Thomas added that he thought 
the scarcity of print paper is large- 
ly due to the fact “that so much of 
it is consumed in propaganda 
arainst the government of the 
Tnited States. If in order to limit 
the output of that kind of daily 
literature hardships are visited up- 
on the remainder of the press for 
awhile, it will not be entirely an un- 
mixed evil.” 

The text of the bill tntroduced by 
Senator Jones and referred to the 
committee on postoffices, is as fol- 
lows: 

“Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the 
T’nited States of America in con- 
eress assembled, that the postal 
rate on newepapers or other period- 
‘reals prihlished daily which contain 
more than 24 pares or 12 sinele 
cheete exceeding 25 inches in leneth 
and 19 inches in width at any one 
issue shall he five times the rate 
now nrovided hv law. ‘ 

“Sec. 2, This act shall take ef- 
fect and be in fril force and effect 
from and after five davs succeeding 
the date of its passage and ap- 
nroval.” 

The neweprint shortage was de- 
hated in the hovse hut the anxiety 
exnresced in that bodv concerned it- 
eolf chieflv with the itinabhilitv of 
the goverrmert nrinter to obtain 
naner for The Corrresasional Record.

Not Really Cold 
Says Forecastor; 
Offers Figures 
Average Temperature of 
First Eleven Days of 
December Three De- 


grees Above Normal for 
That Period, He Says. 


While many Atlantans may dis- 
agree with him, Atlanta’s official 


weather man asserted that it was 
not cold Friday, and then produced 
figures to prove his assertion, al- 
though the 36 degrees of yesterday 
was cold enough for the average cit- 
izen. 

One little book, known in weath- 
er circles as “minimum winter tem- 
perature,” showed that during the 
first eleven days of December, 1919. 
the average temperature was 49.8 
degrees, three degrees above the 
average for the same period, in forty 
years of observation. Last year. 
it was still warmer, with 52.1 de- 
erees as the average for the first 
two weeks in the Christmas month. 

A perusal! of the records for other 
years disclosed that on December 
30, 1880, one degree above zero made 
the inhabitants stay in the house 
and pray for the sun. But cold 
weather didn’t matter so much in 
those days. when a ton of coal 
wasn’t like buying an ounce of ra- 
dium: and when people didn’t have 
to drink vanilla extract and sing 
“Memories.”

1—Dry boots or ghoes slowly but 
thoroughly, then rub the leather

The bell, cherry, bugle and olver 
are four well-known varieties of 
this berry. The medium-sized fruit 
is usually the best, as they gener- 
ally are more solid, and, for this 
reason, less apt to spoil. 

Analysis of the Cranberry. 

Two cups of cranberries weigh 
about seven ounces, and they con- 
tain: 

Three per cent protein. 

Twelve per cent fat. - 

Eighty-five per cent carbohy- 
drates, 

The+natural tart acids of this 
fruit make it a desirable addition to 
the winter diet and it should be 
used freely in sauces, puddings, pas- 
try and as a jam or jelly with beef, 
pork, lamb and fowl. 

Frugal housewives often feel that 
the cra sherry requires too much su- 
gar to etreralize the acid and that 
it forms an expensive item where 
it is freely used. Now, this is quite 
true, but it is a wonderful tonic and 
healthful properties more than off- 
set the sugar cost in preparing the 
delicious piquant berry for the 
table. 

The cranberry also makes a de- 
licious tart drink that can be served 
as a punch, or, when frozen into a 
sherbet or ice, it makes an attrac- 
tive dessert. 

Cranberry Jelly, Using Syrup. 

Place in a saucepan 

Two cups of white corn syrup. 

One pound of berries. 

Cover and cook for twenty min- 
utes, then put through a coarse 
sieve. Return to the saucepan and 
boil for five minutes. Pour into a 
glass and store in the usual man- 
ner for jellies. 

Cape Cod Cranberry Pie. 

Line a pie plate with plain pas- 
try. Fill with chopped cranberries. 
Now stir five tablespoons of flour in 
two-thirds cup of syrup and add 
one tablespoon of shortening. 

Pour over the cranberries. Cover 
the pie with the top crust, making 
several gashes in the top crust to 
permit the steam to escape. Bake 
in a slow oven for thirty-five min- 
utes,

Cranberry Punch. 

Place one and one-half pound can 
of white corn syrup in a saucepan 
and add two pounds of cranberries. 

Cook until soft, then add two 
quarts of water. 

Put through a fine sieve and place 
in a punch bowl, add piece of ice, 
two bananas, cut in thin slices, and 
one orange, cut in slices. 

Cranberry Conserve, 

Two cups of white corn syrup. 

Two cups of sugar. 

Two pounds of cranberries. 

One and one-half cups of finely 
chopped peanuts, ‘ 

One package of seeded raisins, 

Stir to dissolve the sugar, then 
bring to a boil and cook slowly un- 
til the mixture will jell. Turn into 
jelly glasses and cool,. Store in the 
usual manner. This delicious con- 
serve is splendid with cold meats. 

Glaze Pears. 

Pare one quart of winter pears, 
cut into quarters, place in a baking 
dish and add 

One quart of cranberries. 

One cup of syrup. 

One cup of sugar. 

Juice of one-half lemon. 

One-half package of 
raisins, 

Bake in a slow oven for forty- 
five minutes, 

Cranberry and Applesauce, 

Wash and cut into fine pieces five 
medium-sized apples. Place in a 
saucepan and add 

One pound of cranberries, 

One cup of cold water. 

Cook until the apples and berries 
are soft. Cool, then rub through a 
fine sieve. Return to the saucepan 
and add one cup of syrup, one and 
one-half cups of sugar. 

Bring to a boii and cook for fif- 
teen minutes. Turn into a boiler or 
large mold and let cool. Use: 
Spread between cookies, on bread 
and for meat, etc.

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SOLDIERS BENEFIT 
UNDER LAND BILL 


Despite Efforts of Repub- 
licans to Delay Land 
Bills, Democrats in the 
House Pass Measure to 
Aid Veterans. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, December 12.—Even 
with a republican congress, it has 
remained for the democrats to force 
the first practical recognition of the 
claims of the soldiers, sailors and 
marines for work done in the world. 
Secretary’s Lane’s soldier farm 
measure was held back in the sixty- 
fifth congress by the republicans, 
who saw an opportunity of capital- 
izing it for political purposes. 

At the beginning of the extra ses- 
sion of the sixty-sixth congress, 
therefore, it was rechristened the 
Mondell bill, carrying the name of 
the republican floor leader. It re- 
mains in a state of coma, however, 
and all attempts of the democrats 
‘o inject the breath of life into it 
have been discouraged. 

Undaunted, the democrats in the 
house of representatives took the 
initiative and passed a soldiers’ land 
bill of their own, marking the first 
constructive measure of the kind to 
be approved by either house of con- 
gress. The bill, which was intro- 


duced by Representative Scott Fer- 
ris, democrat, of Oklahoma, was 
fathered in his absence by Repre- 
sentative Edward T. Taylor, demo- 
crat,‘of Colorado. It provides that 
when any land is thrown open to 
settlement within the next two 
years, soldiers, sailors and marines 
will be given preferential filing 
rights for the first sixty days. 
Veterans to Get Land. 


This practically means that all 
the land described will be settled by 
the men who fought for Uncle Sam 
in the big cenflict. 

In the course of the debate pre- 
ceding the passage of the bill Rep- 
resentatives Taylor and W. B. Bank- 
head, democrat, of Alabama, goaded 
republican leaders for their inabil- 
ity or disinclination to do something 
for the fighting men. 

“I do not know, in the long run, 
whether this congress is going to 
pass any affirmative legislation for 
the benefit of the service men or 
not, but I do say, in justice to them, 
that this congress ought to exer@ise 
its power and its responsibility 
either to pass some*legislation .of 
that character or to announce to 
them and the country that it pro- 
poses not to pass it,” said Mr. Bank- 
head. 

In an effort to speed up legisla- 
tion affecting ex-service men, demo- 
cratic leaders introduced into a 
house resolution. providing for a 
special committee of 18 members to 
pass upon all such proposed legisla- 
tion. 

As things now stand, the bills are 
scattered among more than a half 
dozen committees with no facilities 
provided for the harmonizing of all 
the various ideas into a small num- 
ber of comprehensive compact bills. 

The sole measure in the interest 
of ex-service men, now ready for 
passage, is the Lane or Mondell bill, 
which provides for the reclamation 
of arid, cut-over or swamp lands by 
ex-soldiers. It was introduced early 
in the special session on recom- 
mendation of the president in a 
special message and has been on the 
house calendar awaiting action 
since August 1. 

Mondell Bill Dermant. 


“The Mondell bill lies dormant, 
if not dead, upon the calendar,” con- 
tinued Representative Bankhead. “I 
heard a distinguished member of 
the senate, high in authority in that 
body, a republican, say casually, in 
the senate restaurant, when the 
president's message came in, in con- 
nection with the renewed recom- 
mendation for the passage of the 
Mondell bill, that it was idle for the 
president to make any recommenda- 
tion in regard to that bill, for it was 
as dead as a red herring. It seems 
to Be so, so far as any action here 
in this house or any effort of the 
majority to put it upon its passage 
is concerned. And bear in mind that 
this is the only bill ready for pas- 
sage framed in the interest of the 
ex-service men.” 

Representative Bankhead closed 
his expose with the flat demand that 


| the republican majority quit mark- 


ing time and take some sort of ac- 
tion on the bills so the country may 
know where it stands. 

“For weeks and weeks it was in- 
timated that the majority here 
would wait;suntil the national con- 
he American legion met 
and made recommendations,” he 
said. “That convention long ago 
met and acted. We will now see how 
much longer this policy of inaction 
and indifference shall continue. If 
you are going to legislate for the; 
benefit of the men who, above all 
others, have earned the gratitude of 
this nation, you should act and act 
without delay. If you are not go- 
ing to legislate for their benefit you 
should have the courage to say so,| 
and thereby settle the matter once 
for all, so that tne ex-soldiers. may 
not further be encouraged to expect 
favorable action and may make 
their plans and arrangements ac- 
cordingly. In justice to them we 
can do no less.” ’

ACT ABOLISHING 
SOLICITORS’ FEES 
_ DECLARED LEGAL 


That an act abolishing the fees 
of solicitors general and placing 
them on salaries, is constitutional 
is the a gt of the supreme court 
of Georgia in a decision handed 
down Friday in the case of J. B. 
Wall, solicitor general of the Cor- 
dele circuit, who attacked the act 
on various constitutional grounds 
in a petition esti the judge of 


that circuit to restrAin the tax col- 
lector of Schley county from paying 
fines and forfeitureg into the county 
treasury. { 

The legislature in 1916 passed a 
constitutional amendment authoriz- 
ing the abolishment of fees of so- 
licitors general. The people rati- 
fied the amendment and the gov- 
eenor proclaimed its ratification. 
Acting under its authority. the leg- 
islature has passed acts abolishing 
fees in numerous superior courts. 

Recently Solicitor Wall was or- 
dered by the legislature to be put 
on a salary basis instead of re- 
ceiving his pay from fees. He con- 
tested the case in the Crisp supe- 
rior court, and lost it. He then 
took it to the supreme court, where 
he lost again. 


ALBANY BANK AUDITOR 
HELD AS ENBEZZLE 


Popular Officer of Big Bank 
Said to Be $25,000 Short 
in Accounts. 


Albany, Ga., December 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Hunt E. Smith, auditor of 
the Citizens First National bank, 
was placed under arrest today un- 
der a warrant sworn out by J. A. 
Pole, a natitonal bank examiner, 
charging embezzlement of the 
bank’s fnds and falsifying entries 
on the bank’s books. 

The examiner's action followed an 
examination of the books of the 
bank which has been in progress 
for several days, being completed 
late yesterday. The bank is pro- 
tegted to the extent of $25,000 by 
Smith’s security bond and the state- 
ment is made by officers of the bank 
that it will cover the alleged short- 
age, which is understood to be ap- 
proximately the amount the 
bond.

George F. White fixed Smith’s bond 
at $10,000, which he gave for his 
appearance next Monday, when 
United States court convenes here. 

It is alleged that Smith has cov- 
ered up shortages during a period 
of several years by juggling entries 
so as to make his books appear to 
be in balarce at all times. e has 
been popular in business, social and 
fraternal circles and news of his 
trouble came as a surprise to his 
friends and the public.

Adjourned Meeting of the 

Southern Commercial 
Congress Would Have 
Committee of Fifty to 
Press Matter in Con- 
gress.

Fernandina, Fla., December 12.— 
(Special.) — Resolutions providing 
for the creation of a committee of 
fifty to press in congress and be- 
fore the nation the digging at the 
earliest possible moment of a canal 
connecting the Atlantic through the 
St. Mary’s and Sewanee rivers wifh 
the Gulf of Mexico with eventu- 
ally making an inland water route 
to the mouth of the Mississippi riv- 
er, were unanimously adopted at an 
adjourned meeting of delegates to 
the Southern Commercial congress 
held here today under the auspices 
of the F’ernandina Chamber of Com- 
merce. , 

It is proposed to make the digging 
of the canal an issue in the presi- 
dential campaign next year, pro- 
vided that congress has not taken 
action on the matter before that 
time. In the selection of the canal 
committee all the interests of the 
Mississippi valley will be represent- 
ed, aS well as those of the south, 
its membership being drawn from 
al the sgates in that region from 
the Dakotas south and east. 

It will be shown that the canal 
iS in no sense a local proposition, 
but one of nation-wide importance. 


Inspection Trip. 


About a hundred delegates and 
Visitors to the Southern Commercial 
congress, Which met in Savannah 
eamrlier in the week, came.down to 
St. Mary’s yesterday on the United 
States ship Shawmut as-the guests 
of the United States navy depart~ 
ment to inspect the mouth of the St. 
Mary’s river and the proposed route 
of the canaf. She ship left Savan- 
nah at 10 o'clock Thursday morning, 
but owing to the rough weather, a 
gale of 65 miles per:hour blowing 
from the northeast, it was unable to 
pass the har and enter the mouth 
of St. Mary’s river. 

About 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
the Shawmut ran aground on a sand 
bar in Cumberland sound and it was 
several hours before her. officers 
were able to. get her freee At mid- 
night the passengers were taken off 
by a boat coming out from  S8t.

HISTORIC THEATER 
BURNS AT CAPITAL 


Washington, December 12.—The 
Lyceum theater, known before the 
civil war as the Washington Assem- 
bly hall, and which for nearly a 
century has played a part in the 
social life of the capital, and in 
which five presidents held inaugural 
balls, was little more than a mass! 
of flame-blackened ruins today. 
Fire, which started about midnight 
from a lighted cigarette thrown into 
a crowded gallery and which im- 
periled the lives of upwards of 2,- 
000 persons, damaged the buildings 
and contents to the extent of about 
$75,000, it was estimated todmy by 
the management. 

Harvey's resaturant, another es- 
tablishment famous for its gather- 
ing of notables before the civil war, 
which adjoins the Lyceum at the 
corner of Pennsylvania avenue and 
Eleventh street, and which was 
threatened by the flames, was only 
Slightly damaged. A number of 
midngiht diners were forced to flee. 

The theater was well filled by an 
nudience that had stayed after the 
regular performance to witness a 
wrestling match. cry of fire from 
the gallery near] precipitated a 
Panic, but the crowd was reassured. 
A few minutes later flames burst 
through the ceiling-and this time 
the audience made a rush for the 
exits. Cool heads checked the fear- 
Stricken patrons and the building 
was cleared in an orderly manner, 
although a number of women be- 
came hysterical. ’

CAMPAIGN STARTED 
FOR HUMANE PRON 


New York, December 12.—Thomas 
Mott Osborne, prison reformer, re- 
cently engaged in interviewing for- 
mer prisoners, guards and assistant 
wardens in Joliet prison, called by 
convicts the “No Man’s Land” of Ill- 
inois, with a view to ending the al- 
leged abuses there, has started 4 
nation-wide campaign to put each of 
the fifty-nine state prisons and five 
federal penitentiaries upon a “hu- 
mane basis,” it was announced hera 
today. 

The fortune of a wealthy ex-con- 
Vict, “known from one end of the 
country to the other,” a man of in- 
fluence in Washington, but who for 
the present is mentioned only as the 
gray brother, is said to have been 
placed at the disposal of Mr. Os- 
borne to finance his venture. 

Sixteen hundred former prison in- 
mates now in New York city, all of 
whom are with reputable firms, and 
living “straight,” are devoting their 
attention to the crusade. Joliet is 
described by them as “the worst 
institution in the country,” and they 
said it is known in the underworld 
as a 10-to-1 place, meaning that the 
chances are 10-to-l1 that if a con- 
vict comes out alive he will be se 
badly broken in health and spirit 
he will be unable to earn a living. 

Osborne, it was said, is in con- 
tact with ten thousand former con- 
victs throughout the United States, 
who have belonged to prison mutual 
welfare leagues, the organization he 
started when he was warden at 
Sing Sing in opposition to the old- 
time “honor system.” These freed 
men, now organized in what is 
known as the Gray Brotherhood, 
who have redeemed themselves and 
many of whom are’ now holding re- 
sponsible positions in the business 
world, are co-operating with Os- 
borne. 

The prisons which, it is said, will 
be investigated after the “clean up” 
of Joliet, will be Moyamensing, 
where the solitary svstém is still in 
vogue, Trenton, N. J., state prison: 
Clinton, known as the “Siberia” of 
New York, and Wethersfield, Conn. 


JUDGE NEWT MORRIS 
QUITS HIS POSITION 


Judge N. A.: Morris, of the. su- 
perior court of the Blue Ridge cir- 
cuit, tendered his resignation to 
Governor Dorsey Friday afternoon, 
and the resignation was accepted, 
Judge Morris’ resignation will take 
effect on February 1, 1920. 

He gave no reason for this act, 
but explained that by having his 
resignation take effect February, 
1920, “it will enable me to dispose 
of all pending motions, and at the 
same time enable my successor. to 
zo on the .bench before the begin- 
ning of the spring term of the 
courts.” 

It is understood that Governor 
Dorsey will name Judge Morris’ 
successor today.

ENGLAND HAS MEAT 
ENOUGH FOR MONTHS 


(The Constitution—Philadelphia Public 
Service——Copyright, 1919.) 

London, December 12.—(Special 
Cable.)—Meat in Great Britain will 
soon be decontrolled. There is a 
supply in hand sufficient to cover 
all needs for several months. A gen- 
eral consequence of the continuance 
of control under the present regula- 
tions, it is contended, is too much 
hardship to the consumer and loss 
to the trade, while the particular re- 
sult is a grievous waste of both 
meat and money. 

The allegations involved in the 
matter have been crystalized into 
a series of queries to the minister 
of food which have been placed on 
a motion paper of the house of com- 
mons. Twenty steamers with car- 
goes of meat and mutton are said to 
be lying in various ports in the 
United Kingdom and cannot be dis- 
charged on account of lack of stor- 
age. It is claimed that the stocks 
of meat in cold storage amount to 
1,000,000 tons. Imports during two 
months are estimated at 57,000 tons 
for December and 60,000 for Janu- 
ary. Theil present monthly con- 
sumption is around 30,000 tons and 
it is claimed that about 150,000 tons 
of beef and mutton are lying in the 
freezing works of Australia and 
New Zealand.

Forecast of Winter Meet- 
ing Over Jefferson Park 
Course Indicates That 
Present Event Will Be 
Greatest Ever Staged.

The New Orleans racing season 
opened on Thanksgiving day in a 
blaze of glory. 

There have been other race meet- 
ings at New Orleans since the day 
the old Metairie race course flour- 
ished there more than fifty years 
ago, but comparing those meetings 
with the one of today is like com- 
paring a penny whistle with a mo4a- 
ern siren.

But one day the 
man who owned the ground it was 
built on took offense at something 
that happened there and swore he 
would turn the old race course into 
a graveyard. He kept his word, and 
now where the horse once raced in 
the Crescent City there stands a 
modern cemetery. 

Tnere was little. racing in New 
Orleans after that until 1878, when 
the archives of the old Louisiana 
Jockey clu$ were brought out of 
the dust and a new racing associa- 
tion was formed, with R. W. Sim- 
mons as its president and G. W. 
-Nott as its secretary. 

Leading Race Course. 

In those early days the leading 
race course of the south was lo- 
cated three miles from the St. 
Charles hotel, then, as now, the 
leading hostelry of the Crescent 
City. 

In those days there was a pleas- 
ant drive to the track, via Canal 
street, over the old Canal bridge to 
Gentilly road. It brought you to 
the very main entrance to the 
grounds, which were elegantly laid 
out in beautiful flower beds and 
native plants. 

Racing in the south with New 
Orleans in those early days of the 
turf were the courses at Savannah, 
Ga., and Charleston, S. C. 

The track at Savannah in the 
olden days was celled Ten roeck, 
after the great son of Phaeton, who 
at Louisville on May 24, 1877, in a 
race against time lowered the mile 
record to 1:39%, a wonderful per- 
formance at that time. 

It was in 1876, the year before he 
broke the mile record, that Ten 
Broeck went out to beat Fellow- 
craft’s record of 7:19% for four 
miles. On that occasion Ten Broek 
could only run the four miles in 
8:19%. 

It was perhaps on the strength 
of that race that Lucky Baldwin 
brought his great race mare Mollie 
McCarthy all the way from Califor- 
nia to measure strides with the Har- 
per colt. 

That before it started was.the 
most talked-of race of that century. 
It was to have been a race of four 
but Ten Broeck § dis- 
tanced the mare in the first heat. 

The Savannah course since the 
early days has always been a mile 
course and is situated two miles and 
a half out from the Screven house, 
which long ago was the leading 
hotel of Savannah, . 

Like the old course at New Or- 
leans, there is a fine drive out to 
the Savannah track, but if you_pre- 
fer to you can ride out on the Geor- 
gia Central railway. 

Is Oldest Club. 

The South Carolina Jockey club, 
which owns the mile race course at 
Charleston, on which so many good 
race meetings have been held in re- 
cent years, and which with Savan- 
nah and New Orleans shares the race 
track patronage of the south, is the 
oldest racing club in the United 
States. 

They were racing over the 
Charleston course in 1734, or 17/5 
years ago. 

That sounds like a_ fairy tale, 
doesn’t it? but when you look at the 
Enelish racine records. which date 
back nearly 500 years, the Charles- 
ton record does not seem so ancient 
as appears on its face. 

The track at Charleston has al- 
ways been a mile race course and 
situated in the limits of the city of 
Charleston. Over it raced the colts

cent City and, securing control of 
the old race course, ran things with 
a high hand. 

A little later Ed Corrigan, the for- 
mer czar of the Chicago turf world, 
once the wealthy master of the 
Hawthorne before the opening of 
the Crescent City game, and tried to 
give the C. A. T. combination a tin 
for their money. As a result, he 
went broke and the C. A. T. crowd, 
finding the battle a costly one, 
pulled out and left the racing game 
to the natives of the old town. 

That they know how to run 
things better. than anyone else in 
the world 18 proved by the meeting 
which opened there on Thanksgiv- 
ing day. Never before in the history 
of Jefferson park, on which course 
the present New Orleans race meet- 
ing is being conducted, have as 
many horses and jockeys been regis- 
tered as were there on the day be- 
fore the opening of the  Crascent 
City meeting on Thanksgiving day. 

With the opening of the winter 
season racing at New Orleans there 
poured into that city devotees of 
racing from al] sections. On all 
sides could be seen members of the 
turf fraternity, many of them new- 
comem to New Orleans, while oth- 
ers were members of the “old 
guard’ who never miss a meeting 
in that section. The capacity of 
the New Orleans hotels and apart- 
ment houses is being taxed to care 
for the visitors. Some of them have 
reservations which were made 
months ago. 

Cuba Meet Opened. 

Beside the winter meeting at New 
Orelans racing in the south opened 
on Thanksgiving day at Oriental 
park, the beautjful home of the 
Cuba-American ockey and Auto 
club of Havana,’ Cuba. 

Like at New Orleans, there are 
more horses and jockeys register- 
ed there tham ever before in the 
history of the Cuban course. 

Frankie Bruen, son of the late 
Billy Bruen, who was recently ap- 
pointed secretary of the club, and 
who has been in charge of affairs 
during the absence of General Man- 
ager Curly Brown, is being highly 
complimented by the club’s new 
owners over the excellent condition 
of the track and grounds. Under 
his supervision many costly im- 
provements have been undertaken 
and completed, and it is the gener- 
ally expressed opinion that for 
beauty and convenience Oriental 
park is without a peer. 

That racing is a good thing for 
the business of any city is proven 
by the crowds that are now gath- 
ered for the winter meetings at 
both New Orleans and Havana. Like 
at New Orleans,- Havana is now 
crowded with visitors and the ho- 
tels there are being taxed to their 
capacity. In Cuba hotel reserva- 
tions have been made for as far 
ahead as February. 

The only thing that may injure 
the meeting at Havana is the dan- 
ger of shipping horses by steamship 
there. On the way to this meeting 
there were some fafalities on ship- 
board. Kay Spence Jost Prince Igor 
and Miss Bo-Peep, the Triple 
Springs Farmer’s Judge Wingfield 
and C. K. Moore’s Bettie Bluff. Oth- 
er horses suffering from seasick- 
ness died on their arrival in Cuba.

Opportunity for Boxers. — 

The proposal of the Internationa} 
Sporting club to award champion- 
ship belts for army and navy boxers 
means that a long-needed incentive 
to service ringmen is about to be 
supplied. There should be no bet- 
ter fields for the development of 
boxers than the army and navy, for 
the average soldier, sailor or ma- 
rine is a pretty handy young man 
with his fists,.and the life he leads 
is conducive to excellent physical 
training. 

Under conditions which now ob- 
tain, however, the leading service 
boxers generally are unknown ex- 
cept in army or navy circles unless 
perchance they accept bouts with 
other than service opponents. The 
Internatitonal Sporting club has 
planned to hold service champion- 
ships, and the successful entrants 
in the tournaments to be held from 
time to time will receive valuable 
trophies and widespread recognition 
in return for their efforts. At the 
present time it is possible for two 
or three boxers to claim the cham- 
pionship of the army, for instance, 
but under the proposed order such 
a thing will be out of the question. 

In England the system which it 
is proposed to inaugurate in this 
country long has been in vogue, and 
a glance at the list of prominent 
English boxers, particularly in the 
heavyweight class, in recent years 
indicates the value of it. With few 
exceptions the leading British 
heavies for years have been products 
of the army and navy. 

In contrast to the number of good 
men developed in the British service 
for the professional ring, the United 
States can show but very few. Tom 
Sharkey was the only former serv- 
{ce man to accomplish much in com- 
petition other than that to be en- 
countered among the wearers of 
Uncle Sam’s’ uniform. Gunboat 
Smith a few years ago came up in 
a flurry of right swings and went 
down the same way After a brief 
fling at fame, but he was not really 
a first-class heavyweight by any 
means. In the lighter classes even 
less progress has been made by 
service boxers. It is yet too early 
to judge the boxers who were de- 
veloped in the service during the 
war. The most feasible manner in 
which their opportunities to reap 
rlory and coin may be enhanced iIs 
that outlined by the proposal made 
by the Internatitonal Sporting club.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, December 12.—(Special.)—In 
today’s early market there was considerable 


short covering,- some of it no doubt influ- 
enced -by the comparatively strong Liver- 
pool market which would have warranted 
us opening up over 100 points if we had 
followed them, but our not following them 
is accounted for by the extreme weakness 
in sterling, which is a bullish argument 
to Liverpool, while a bearish argument to 
New York. Nevertheless, there was con- 
siderable buying on this, and it was not 
until reports of an easier spot basis were 
received accompanied by heavy selling of 
the near months that further weakness be-

KNOCKING AT DOOR

100,000, and united popular sup- 
port. The government, they assert- 
ed, is functioning in many impor- 
tant matters, while the British au- 
thorities have abandoned their at- 
tempt to carry out many of the du- 
ties of government, 

These statements all were denied 
by Mr. Lemon and Mr. Fox, who said 
there was a great division of senti- 
ment among the Irish both in Ire- 
iand and thg United States, and that 
little real headway had been made 
by the republic as a governmental 
agency. They declared the Sinn 
Fein party backing the republic 
was one of three powerful political 
organizations in Ireland and had 
handicapped the allies in winning 
the war. Mr. Lemon declared it was 
‘a matter of record” that the Sinn 
ein party had given orders to re- 
fuse conscription in Ireland during 
the war. 

An understanding between Irish- 
Americans and German-Americans 
was charged by Mr. Lemon and Mr. 
Fox carried the.suggestion a step 
further by turning to Mr. Walsh and 
declaring that during the war “this 
man was thinking to help Ger- 
many.” 

Hooted by the Crowd. 

The crowd, in which the tricolor 
of the Irish republic was conspicu- 
ous, along with the Stars and 
Stripes, hooted down the assertion 
and cheered committeemen when 
they objected. 


Mr. Fox will continue his speech 
when the committee meets tomor- 
row, and Burke Cochran, of New 
York, will make the concluding ad- 
dress for the advocates of the bill. 

Referring to the Casement revo- 
lutionary movement in Ireland dur- 
ing the war, Mr. Lemon declared his 
conviction that if the Sinn Fein ele- 
ment had been able to establish an 
independent nation prior to or early 
in the war it would have gone in 
on the side of Germany. 

Declaring the whole spirit of to- 
day’s hearing was anti-British, he 
said the bill before the committee 
approacived the problem from the 
wrong angle. 

“If the time has come to strike in 
this way,” he declared, “the first 
thing to do is not to send a minis- 
ter;‘to the Irish republic. but to 
withdraw your ambassador from the 
court of St. James.” 

Mr.*Fox compared the situation in 
Ireland with that of the southern 
confederacy during the civil war. 
Great Britain and the other powers, 
he said, withheld recognition from 
the eonfederacy even after it had 
held the union armies at bay for 
four years, while recognition was 
asked for Ireland, “although it never 
had an effective army.” 

Mr. Fox also ridiculed statements 
that “governing classes’ oppress 
Ireland, and dwelt at length on the 
influence of the Roman Catholic 
church in the Sinn Fein movement. 
The elections, he said, were not rep- 
resentative, but were manipulated 
by “the Roman Catholic Sinn Fein 
Irish, who took the part of the en- 
emy in the war.” 


Cohalan Argues for Ireland. 


Justice Cohalan told the commit- 
tee his delegation spoke for the 
majority of 20,000,000 Americans of 
[trish descent and was pleading in 
behalf of a government which was 
well organized and firmly support- 
ed by its constituents. He pictured 
conditions in Ireland and said Grenrt 
Britain’s rule was founded upon 
force only. 

Representative Flood, democrat, 
Virginia, suggested recognition of 
a foreign government was “a pure- 
ly executive function,” outside the 
authority of congress. Justice Co- 
halan answered that the twobranches 
of the government should co-oper- 
ate to make recognition complete. 
American recognition, he  spid, 
would convince Great Britain that 
the only solution was a grant of 
full freedom. | 

The republican government in 
Ireland, Justice Cohalan declared, 
was functioning in many important 
matters and rightly could be con- 
sidered a de facto government. 
Chairman Porter questioned this 
statement and suggested the Brit- 
ish and not the Irish authorities 
were in charge of the country. 

Representative Connally, demo-«- 
crat, Texas, asked Justice Cohalan 
whether he would be in favor of 
the United. States going to war 


with Great Britain in case the lat- 
ter took serious offense at passage 
of the Mason bill. :

TURKISH SULTA 
DEFENDS TURKS 


Like Other People— No 

Better, No Worse—De- 
pends Upon Justice of 
Allies and Especially 
Trusts America. 


“constantinople, December 5.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—The 
sultan of Turkey, Mohammed VIL., 
today received the Associated Press 
correspondent and discussed the 
Turkish situation and the part Tur- 
key is taking in the settlement of 
the world peace. 

In the view of the sultan, de- 
spite alarmist impressions in 
Europe with regard to the peace 
settlement, Turkey politically is 
taking a position of sound reason- 
ableness, relying upon the judg- 
ment and also the justice of the al- 
lied powers, as did Austria, in or- 
der to secure the best terms pos- 
sible. 

There has been a moderate 
amount of propaganda to show that 
the Turks are fundamentally like 


other human beings—no better, #70 
worse—and it appears true that the 


nationalists have temporarily sub- 
merged the type of official such as 
Enver Pasha and Talaat Pasha, who 
are known as hotheads of the Ger- 
manic school. 

There is a suggestion of a de- 
fensive attitude, in the event the 
terms are unsatisfactory, and if 
Turey is partitioned that the Is- 
lamic elements of India, Turke- 
stan and Egypt may make common 
cause with bolshevism, especially 
against the British, But foreign 
observers are of the opinion that 
this is more of a threat than any- 
thing else. . 

To Separate Chuich and State. 

The thing the new parliament 
hopes to accomplish is the separat- 
ing of the church and state. The 
people of the Middle East, individ- 
ually and collectively, realize that 
they will continue to starve and die 
uness some outside power brings 


them peace, order and prosperity. 
Some of these points were appar- 


ent in the interview which the sul- 
tan accorded the Associated Press 
correspondent, who was received by 
his majesty outside the Yildiz Kiosk 
palace, in the Mosque Samidieh 
Jami, just after the termination of 
the ceremony of the Selamik. 

The correspondent was received 
in the sultan’s prayer room, in the 
second story, where, through an 
Arabic lattice, he followed for an 
hour the ritual of the Moslems con- 
gregated on the floor below. It 
was a room decorated with rose- 
colored velvet hangings through- 
out, but the coiors were subdued by 
window shutters of dark green 


which were closed. Besides the 
prayer divan, the room contained a 
small table, sofa and three chairs. 

The sultan conveyéd an impres- 
sion of dignity. He seemed a re- 
served, but worn-out old man, 
whose way had been full of pit- 
falls, with a groping in political 
darkness. So when he shook hands 
with a hard grip it Bave one a 
galvanic shock. It made one more 
ready to believe that the sultan 
had been able to assert his will 
against the old administrative offi- 
cials who sought to control him be- 
fore the armistice and also after 
the armistice. 


In Uniform of Marshal. 


The sultan wore the unifrom of a 
marshal, a blue gray overcoat with 
gold epaulets, a brown astrakhan 
cap, gray trousers with red stripe. 
He is brown-eyed and a typical 
Turk. The features of his pale 
brown skin give him the appear- 
ance of physical weakness and his 
glasses a professional look. 

When the doors closed his retinue 
waited without. He seated. himself 
in @ business-like manner and drew 
from his pocket the notes of an- 
swers he had written to questions 
previously submitted. He began 
speaking in Turkish to an inter- 
preter, his aide, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Fahri: 

“Turkish peace is desired quickly, 
because delay is worse than war. 
It interferes with our political and 
economic conditions and also our 
finances. The uncertainty tries the 
morale of **e people who have been 
long at war and likewise involves 
misery and sickness. 

“as for the kind of peace we de- 
sire—it is one that will keep the 
East tranquil, in which the powers 
of Europe are concerned. Eastern 
peace can be maintained only if 
Turkey is left independent. Who- 
ever knows the East will agree 
with this opinion. The Islamic 
world will be satisfied only with 
our freedom. 


Regarding U. S. Senate.. 


“Regarding the American senate. 
I believe it will be wise towards 
us. It is clearly unfair that other 
nationalities should profit by Presi. 
dent Wilson’s pledges and not we. 
President Wilson’s principles were 
accepted by the allied powers. We 
also rely on their sense of justice 
and that of the American people, 
whose honor is involved. 

“Surely America will not disap- 
point the millions of Turks and 
the Islamic world. 

“Those who investigated impar- 
tially the Turkish questions have 
discovered that, despite bad gov- 
ernment, our people have many 
merits and deserve better treatment 
than it is reported they are to re- 
ceive. Those Americans who do 
not believe the slander about us 
and who understand our difficul- 
ties will not countenance this 
treatment of the Turks. 

“With peace we will begin solv- 
ing internal Turkish affairs, It is 
first necessary to preserve the tra- 
dition of the people, and itis my 
desire to secure the civilized help 
of the Lee powers. 

“Tf believe sincerely in the new 
Turkey in her regeneration, her 
social progress, if we are able to 
secure the general education of our 
people and also the modern means 


of prosperity. The Turks are an 


honest, gifted people and I shall 
endeavor with all my ability to at- 
tain these ends. 


Emancipation of Women. 


“Turkey reconstructed will be the 
center of the East’s peace and 
progress. It is my unwavering de- 
termination to reach this result. 
One big field is the emancipation of 
Turkish women. I believe it is 
through religion that we can best 
accomplish this, giving them the 
status of their American sisters, 
preserving théir honor and probity 
and assuring their welfare as fami- 
ly builders. 

“It will be seen that our religion 
is not against social @rogress. It is 
with satisfaction that we observs 
America adopting prohibition, which 
has been practiced among. the 
faithful Mussulmans for centuries. 
The tenets of religion are always 
helpful when obeyed. 

“As a last word, I wish to ex- 
press my gratitude to those Ameri- 
cans who. after visiting us, feel that 
we are not as bad as we are paint- 
ed, and also my reliance on the 
justness of Americans.”

The rresident, white house offi- 
cials said, directed that the state- 
ment be made public Saturday 
night. Dr. Garfield understood this 
would be done and Sunday he told 
Secretary Tumulty he believed the 
statement should be given out im- 
mediately. The president’s secre- 
tary disagreed and, it was said, as- 
sumed the responsibility. 

The mine union officials were said 
to have told Attorney General Pal- 
mer and Mr. Tumulty publication 
of the statement before the Indian- 
apolis conference would embarrass 
them in their efforts to have the 
miners accept the president’s pro- 
posal. The miners’ request was 
made after Dr. Garfield had left 
the conference, officials explained. 

Operators Displeased. 

While the president was consid- 
ering the resignation, the operators 
of the central Pennsylvania district, 
one of the largest in the country, 
made public resolutions stating that 
the president’s proposal to end the 
coal strike was “no settlement. of 
the principles at stake.” In a for- 
mal statement the operators said the 
nublic “have been delivered into the 
hands of the United Mine Workers 
of America,”,and that “it is merely 
& postponement of a show-down, 
which, in our opinion, is bound to 
The method proposed for settli 
the strike by Fuel Adwinistrater 
Garfield, the statement said. “was 
interfered with b*? government of- 
ficlals who knew little of the sit- 
uation,” with the result that the 
“operators and public have been de- 
livered into the hands of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workérs of America.” 


vs me Harkness, counsel for the 
fuel administration, announced dur- 
ing the day that prices of coal con- 
tracted for by purchasers prior to 
the resumption of government price 
fixing could be legally raised to _ab- 
sorb the cost of the 14 per cent in- 
crease in miners’ wages granted 
under the strike settlement. Coal 
mined on contract, it was said, in 
most cases, bore a price below the 
sovernment maximum of $2.85 per 
ton, mine run, and contracts ordi- 
narily carried a clause binding the 
purchaserg to pay additions in labor 
costs incurred after their, making. 
Fuel administration statistics, it 
was said, indicated that even after 
the addition of extra ‘labor costs 
created by the 14 per cent increase, 
the largest portion of the contract 
coal still would be sold below the 
$2.35 maximum. 

The goverhment itself, through 
the railroad administration, which 
consumes normally 31 per cent of 
all coal mined, will pay the largest 


famounts under the ruling,.it was 


pointed out. The war department 
contracts were said to give power 
to the secretary of war to make ad- 
Justments, and, as the settlement 
had the support of the administra- 
tion, it was assumed that Secretary 
Baker would approve the increase. 
Much of the navy department’s coal 
is being commandeered and some of 
the supply ts mined in the Pocahon- 
tas field, which is non-union. Pri- 
vate and industrial consumers, sup- 
plied by contract coal, will in most 
cases pay the increase. A _ small 
amount of high-class coal, under the 
ruling, it was explained, would be 
sold for a higher price than the gov- 
ernment maximum. 


Hines Modifies Orders. 


Director General Hines’ statement 
on modifications of the conservation 
orders said: 

“The conservation order of De- 
cember 8, 1919, restricting the use 
of heat, light and power generated 
or produced from bituminous coa] or 
coke was issued to make uniform 
in all parts of the country the re- 
Strictions which had already been 


and to save coal and coke. Until the 
Production of bituminous coal be- 
comes normal it is vitally necessary 
that it be conserved in every way 
possible, and, even after production 
reaches normal, it will be necessary 
to continue to conserve coal be- 
cause of the loss in production of 
between 30,000,000 and 35,000,000 
tons during the coal strike. It is 
important, therefore, that the pub- 
lic exercise the greatest caution in 
the consumption of coal. 

“It being the desire to remove re- 
strictions just as rapidly as pos- 
sible, the conservation order of De- 
cember 8 has been modified today 
to permit the resumption as condi- 
tions warrant of the supplying of 
light, heat and power restricted by 
this order. Coal is now being moved 
and will continue to be moved from 
the east to the west in as large 
quanties as the relative situation in 
the two sections permit. The first 
increase in production that has re- 
sulted from the termination of the 
strike of the coal miners has been 
in the east, where already the bulk 
of the production was being ob- 
tained. Conditions in the several 
regions differ, and, accordingly, the 
order of December 8 will be modi- 
fied on recemmendation of the re- 
gional irectors as their respective 
situations may permit. 

“Regional directors have been in- 
s8tructed today to restore all train 
service removed or curtailed be- 
cause of the strike situation as soon 
as the general coal supply in their 
respective regions justffies in their 
judgment doing so, subject to such 
exceptions as may be ordered by the 
railrodd administration in Wash- 
ington.” 


INCREASE INDICATED 
RODUCTON. 

Chicago, ecember 12.—General 
Increase tn production of bituminous 
coal today was indicated by reports 


from nearly all coal fields. In a 
few sections, principally Illinois, 
however, some of the workers were 
in rebellion against terms of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s proposal, acceptance 
of which halted the strike, and in 
Montana, Washington and Wyoming 
the miners indicated they desired 
@ more thorough understanding of 
the plans. Other instances of @e- 
ferred resumption of production 
were expected in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict, where union leaders contin- 
ued officially to notify miners to 
return to work, and in West Vir- 
ginia, where new trouble was en- 
countered because of the old ques- 
tion of the “check-vff” system, but 
the situation generally was regard- 
e€ with optimism. There were 
many predictions of a returi to 
normal output by early next week. 
In addition to permission to retail 
stores to operate nine hours Satur- 
day, no further immediate relaxa- 
tion of the strict fuel conservation 
orders was in prospect today. That 
modification was made because of 
the near approach of the holiday 
season, 

Except in the Pacific northwest, 
most of the country today was re- 
lieved of the severe weather that 
grasped it for two days. Coupled 
with a coal shortage, almost un- 
precedented snows and unseasonably 
low temperatures still caused suf- 
fering and disruption of train and 
wire service in Washington, Oregon, 
northe California, northern Idaho 
and ontana. Another cold wave 
was reported forming in the north- 
west and moving eastward.

ment by officials-of the Indiana bi- 
tuminous coal operators’ association 
announced tonight.

Car shortage, 
it was said, would be the only thing 
to impede normal shipment of coal 
next week. . 

Reports from outside Indiana, 
while telling of the return of many 
miners, were not so optimistic as 
those from the fields in the state, 
Illinois miners, it was reported, are 
slow in returning to work in many 
instances and a few locals in Penn- 
sylvania reported to United Mine 
Workers’ headquarters here that 
Some mine owners had refused to 
operate their properties unless the 
miners repudiated the union. 

It was believed that reports such 
as those received in Pennsylvania 
would be the subject of federal in- 
vestigation. Miners’ officials point- 
ed out that the agreement reached 
between the government and the 
miners provided for return to work 
under the same cond@itions as those 
existing on October 31, and de- 
clared that the union was recog- 
nized by the operators at that time. 

Mine operators and wholesalers 
in Indiana today generally increased 
the price of contract coal 14 per 
cent. This action, it was said, was

PURPOSE OF 
ORGANIZATION. 


“The purpose of the organiza- 
tion is to study together the 
needs of our community, by 
conferences and surveys made 
from time to time; such infor- 
mation as may be gathered to 
be given impartially to all the 
churches. From such informa- 
tion this organization is to 
make its plans for co-operative 
service, or make recommenda- 
tions to the individual churches 
that shall have only the force 
of suggestions. It is clearly un- 
derstood that the churches are 
to receive these recommenda- 
tions for consideration without 
any obligation whatsoever on 
their part to adopt them.” 

At the October meeting of the 
association the following report 
‘was unanimously adopted: 

“That the Evangelical Minis- 
ters’ association be enlarged by 
the addition of two of the laity 
from each congregation, one of 
whom may be a woman. These 
representatives to be chosen by 
whatever method may be prac- 
ticed in the individual church. 

“That the body so constituted 
shall be called ‘The Christian 
Council;’ ‘the members being 
designated ‘counsellors.’ ” 

And on Thursday night, De- 
cember 4, forty-nine of the 
churches having named their 
representatives, the first meet- 


ing of the Christian Council of 
Atlanta was called, at which 
time committees were named to 
nominate officers and to draft a 
constitytion for the council. 


THINGS 
ACCOMPLISHED. 


This gives briefly the growth 


of co-operative Christian spirit 
in our city. A detailed account 
of the things accomplished 
would consume too much space; 
but mention may be made of 
some of the outstanding fea- 
tures of past effort.

The 
Sunday evangelistic campaign, 
out of which, among other re- 
ligious activities, grew the Billy 
Sunday Business Men’s .club, 
which organization will conduct 
the downtown noon prayer 
meetings during the first week 
in January—the week of prayer. 
Promoted the call to prayer for 
victory to our arms May 39, 
1918, with meeting at Five 
Points. Secured the passage of 
the age of consent law, and at- 
the last session of the legisla- 
ture secured favorable report on 
marriage license bill from com- 
mittees in both houses with 
good prospects for its passage at 
the next session. Indorsed and 
co-operated in establishment of 
the Churches’ Homes for Girls.

VALDOSTA OFFICIALS 
WINNERS IN CASE 


Valdosta, Ga., December 12.— 
(Special.)—One of the most inter- 
esting cases before the present term 
of the United States district court 
here wag a suit for $10,000 brought 
by H. D. Coreux against Daniel Gas- 
kins, former mayor of Douglas, and 
Chief of Police Bridges of that city. 
After occupying a portion of two 
days in the trial, it was brought to 
a sudden termination this afternodn 
when the court instructed the jury 
to return a verdict in favor of the 
defendants. 

Coreau alleged that he was ar- 
rested by Chief of Police Bridgés, 
and in the mayor’s court was given 
a sentence of ten days in jail, ten 
days at work on the streets, or a 
fine by Mayor Gaskins for alleged 
failure to pay ms street tax of $3, 
after he had already paid the tax. 
The plaintiff displayed a receipt for 
the street. tax, which, he said, he 
had paid to Oliver Peterson, chair- 
man of the county commissioners, 
who, he said, he was informed was 
the proper person to receive the tax 
mone. Certain ordinances, adopted 
by the town of Douglas twenty 
years ago, which were held to be 
still operative, despite changes 
made in the new charter of the city, 
influenced Coreux’s attorneys. to 
drop the case and a verdict for the 
mayor and chief of police followed. 

Dr. G. L. Bryson, a physician from 
Waycross, was sentenced to the At- 
lanta prison for a year and a day 
for violation of the Harrison nar- 
cotic law. Dr. Bryson is alleged to 
be a victim of the opium habit and 
has been under the care of physi- 
cians in prison here for several 
weeks. Judge Evans stated that in 
imposing the prison sentence he be- 
lieved he was doing the best thing 
possible for the convicted man, as 
treatment which would be given 
him there would probably cure him 
of the drug habit. The court ad-

RAL BLL SCORE 
AS BOLSHENST 


Washington, December 12.—There 
was no indication tonight how soon 
the senate debate on the railroad 
bill might end, but leaders agreed 
that enactment of legislation by the 
first of the year was out of the 
question. 

Senator LaFollette, republican, of 
Wisconsin, who has talked almost 
continuously since Tuesday, still 
held the floor when the senate re- 
cessed until tomorrow and he will 
continue then to attack the bill de- 
signed to pave the way for return 
of the roads to private control. 

Senator McKellar, democrat, _ of 
Tennesse, dividing speaking time 
with the Wisconsin senator, de- 
clared the Cummins measure would 
open the way for creation of the 
most gigantic trust in the history 
of the world, through possible con- 
solidation seven years hence of all 
the railway systems. He asserted 
the bill would permit such a merger. 

Attacking the Cummins railroad 
bill as “paternalistic and bolsheVistic 
like the Plumb plan,” Senator Mec- 
Kellar told the senate the govern- 
ment ovght to restore the roads to 
their owners and let them work out 
their own program without legisla- 
tion. 

“The two bills fm-eprinciple are 
identically the same,” said Senator 
McKellar, referring to the Cummins 
measure and the Plumb plan for tri- 
partite control, “and in neither is 
the public’s interest protected or 
guaranteed. They are about as near 
government ownership as it is pos- 
sible to make them, without out- 
wardly admitting it.” 

Senator McKellar argued that the 

railroads under government control 
and present rates had been making 
money since August and that under 
the Cummins bill there must be an 
increase in rates when they are 
turned back. Senator King, demo- 
crat, Utah, interrupting Senator Mc- 
Kellar, asserted that the railroad 
administration had not maintained 
the roads at their forgaer standard 
and that money was yeine taken 
from maintenance func3 and listed 
as profits. Once the government re- 
linugishes control it must _ face 
claims for tens of millions dam- 
ages, Senator King added,’ ‘‘because 
of the mal-administration of the 
roads by the railroad administra- 
tion.” 
Senator LaFollette contended that 
the railroads as now operated were 
making money, despite their plea 
for higher rates, granted in the bill. 
It was reasonable to assume that 
their earning capacity would in- 
crease with restoration of normal 
conditions after settlement of big 
industrial disputes, he said. 

No word reached senate leaders 
from the white house to show 
whether the president had changed 
his mind on the question of turning 
back the roads on January 1.

Scandinavian extreme socialists and 
laborites today passed a resolution 
in support of the promotion of a 
world revolution, affirming solidar- 
ity by the congress with soviet Rus- 
sia’s fighting workmen and rec- 
ommending the development of 
trades unions as active revolution- 
ay eleménts, the fighting arms of 
hich should include strikes, sab- 
otage and obstruction.

with killing his father several 
months ago in the lower section of 
the county, was found guilty and 
was given a maximum sentence of 
twenty years in the penitentiary yes- 
terday. 

Buster, in a drunken rage, shot 
his father for correcting and ad- 
vising about his condition. The state 
was represented by Solicitor Gen- 
eral Dean and the defendant by 
Messrs. Kelley & Holt. 


BOY ADMITS KILLING 
OF CLYDE SMITH 


Savannah, Ga., December 12.— 
(Special.)—“I want to be sworn,” 
said H. D. Downs, the 19-year-old 
boy who shot to death Clyde Smith, 
a 350-pound man of 35 years 
Wednesday on the dredgeboat Reli- 
ance in the middle of the river, 
when he was arraigned for @ pre- 
liminary hearing. :

UN RECONSTRUCTION 


Washingtonf December 12.—lLa- 
bor’s “reconstruction conference,” 
was called by the executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor 
to consider the fundamental princi- 
ples affecting American workers, 
will be convened in Washington to- 
morrow with probably few ftarmer 
representatives in attendance, al- 
though more than a score of farm 
organizations are invited to send 
delegates. 

Federation of labor officials to- 
night said that assurances had been 
received from only one farmers’ or- 
ganization that delegates would be 
present at the opening session, but 
that others might be represented, as 
under the invitation it was unneceés- 
sary that advance information of 
acceptance of the invitations be fur- 
nished. 

Some of the labor union chieftains 
expressed disappointment that the 
response from the farmers had not 
been more general, declaring that 
the voice of the agricultural classes 
was needed in the meeting. 

The sessions, it was indicated to- 
night, would be executive, and an- 
nouncement of action of the confer- 
ence probably will be withheld until 
after adjournment. 

Precautions have been taken by 
the conservative element, it also 
was indicated, to prevent attempts 
by the radical groups to gain con- 
trol. In this connection, it was fore- 
cast that attempts would be made 
to win the support of the confer- 
ence for the new labor’ party. 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, how- 
ever, has steadfastly opposed such 
action, and can be expected to lead 
the fight against it, if it comes be- 
fore the conference. 

Views of the four great railroad 
brotherhoods, whose _ presidents 
joined in the official call for the 
conference, present an innovation 
in labor meetings. Their general at- 
titude, of course, is known, but 
what stand they will take when 
deliberating questions affecting 
other industrial workers, from 
which they usually have held them- 
selves apart, was a subject much 
discussed. Some of the labor legisla- 
tion pending in congress will be op- 
posed by the railroad workers as 
well as other union heads, but 
whether they will stand together In 
framing a general industrial and 
legislative program was giving con- 
cern to those who have a “cut-and- 
dried” policy to offer. 


No Appeal by Chinese.

LOOK AT FIGURES 
GIVEN FOR BUTTE 


Butte, Mont., December 12.—The 
last twenty-four hours have been 
the coldest and brought more suf- 
fering in Butte than any similar pe- 
riod since 1889, when official rec- 
ords of weather were first tabu- 
lated in this community. 

While the official government 
thermometer, in a sheltered corner 
on the roof of a bank, registered 28 
below today, other equally reliable 
records run from 35 below at the 
Montana power station at the High 
Ore mine to 50 below in exposed 
sections on the south side. The 
previous low mark for the mercury 
in Butte since 1889 was 35 below 
on January 28, 1915. 

Since October 19 of htis year, 51 
inches of snow have fallen. The 
recent snowfall for 36 hours totaled 
16 inches. 


ISH POLICE TRAVEL 
IN PAIRS FOR SAFETY 


Community Refuses to Sup- 
port Government Because 


It Rests on Force. 


(The Constitution—Loncon Times—Philadelphia 
Publio Ledger Service—Copyright, 1919.) 
Dublin, December 12.—(By Cable.) 

The police now move about Dublin 
in twos or threes. This is one aspect 
of the general fact that the Irish 
Police are employed mainly at pres- 
ent for their own protection. And 
a grim fact it is. No one disputes 
the necessity of measures which 
are taken but assuming that the po- 
lice are normally of use for the prv- 
tection of the community, ‘he. lat- 
ter now gets only half the protec- 
tion for the same expendituze. 

Beyond all doubt people at large 
suffer in what is really a struggle 
betweén the government and those 
it f@overns. But the opinion is cer- 
tain that the government has no 
power to  protct any § individual 
against the forces with which the 
government is at war. The govern- 
ment is known to be powerless. Ana 
finally ver yfew men will risk their 
lives to support a government to 
which they have no affectionate al- 
legiance—which they do not regard 
as an expression of the community’s 
corporate will. 

Ireland is in a vicious circle. The 
community refuses to support the 
government because it rests on force, 
not on willingly delegated author- 
ity. The government has force and 
is daily driven to use more force. 

Committee Sits. 

There has been sitting during the 
last week in the city hall a commit- 
tee to inquire into the industral de- 
velopment of Ireland. Witnesses re- 
ceived invitations to appear before 
it simply from the secretary of the 
ccmmittee. Reporters from all the 
newspapers attended the first ses- 
sion and an official note taken for 
the committee was present. But 
to insure a complete record the 
police had their stenographer also. 

That evening the newspapers 
learned that if they published the 
report their papers would become 
liable to suppression, so the world 
is forbidden to know at present 
what has been said, for example, by 
a distinguished expert on dairy 
farming, .whose public career has 
been spent in the service of a non- 
political association of farmers and 
traders and who lost two soldier 
sons in the war. 

The reason for suppression is that 
this committee of inquiry may be 
suspected of owing its origin to the 
Dail Eireann—and the Dail Eireann, 
the assembly of all the Sinn Fein 
members of parliament which met 
in the Dublin mansion house, was 
some three months ago declared to 
be illegal. The law has prohibited 
the publication in full of a letter 
from Archbishop Walsh, in which, 
while inclosing $40 for the Irish 
fund in America, he condemned the 
government’s action in driving dis- 
content underground. 


Disturbing Document. 

Nothing more disturbing to Irish 
unionist opinion has ever been 
known than a document signed by 
land owners in County Clare—sev- 
eral of the men who have been con- 
spicuous by the obduracy of their 
opposition to self-government. They 
appeal for a cessation of the re- 
pressive measures imposed. on their 
county as part of military rule. 
They say that the effect has been 
to punish the law-abiding, and that | 
nothing has resulted (esrard pre- 
venting or repressing Crime. 

As comment comes the news that 
three of the signatories along with 
the rest of a hunting party have 
been shot on an open road. No fatal 
consequences, however, have follow- 
ed from this outrage. 

Broadly speaking, Ireland pre- 
sents the spectacle of a community 
on strike against its government. 
Government in Dublin is completely 
bereft of either moral or material 
support from the Irish people at 
large. There is more disorder in 
Ireland, more prosperity and more 
military force, than at any time in 
living memory.

Washington, December 12.—Seek- 
ing to establish their status as 
members of the Choctaw Indian 
tribe entitled to allotments of land 
conferred upon them by the com- 
mission to the five civilized tribes 
and the interior. department, Mrs. 
Minerva F. Swadley and her son, 
John W. Swadley, rglated by blood 
to the tribe, applied today to the 
equity courts for an injunction to 
restrain Secretaty Lane from selling 
tracts of land in Oklahoma which 
they had selected as their aliot- 
ments. 

It is claimed that oil has been 
discovered in the vicinity of their 
claims and that the interior depart- 
ment has advertised the property 
for sale at $850 an acre. The plain- 
tiffs claim in.the petition the com- 
mission held in December, 1916, that 
William T. Swadley, the husband, 
and the wife and son were all en- 
titled to land claims, but that in 
1917 the secretary of the interior 
disapproved all of the claims ex- 
cept the husband's. Previously, it 
is gi the secretary had ap- 
proved the three claims and thus 
made the petitioners’ holdings valid.

vices from Warsaw today indicate 
that Premier Paderewski, fortified 
by a new vote of confidence from 


the diet, will now be able to ad- 
vance more surely in remaking his 
cabinet and in securing from the 
Polish congress the legislation need- 
ed to enable better functioning of 
national affairs. 

Premier Paderewski has offered 
his resignation twice within the 
past ten months. In each instance, 
according to the advices, the move 
has been necessary in order to 
clarify the situation and to force 
upon the country a realization of 
the seriousness of conditions, It is 
emphasized that these resignations 
of the premier have not been in any 
sense pique demonstrations, and it 
is reported that the last of these 
moves has already done much to 
solidify national sentiment. 

One of the greatest difficulties 
which Premier Paderewski has had 
to face has been the necessity of 
long and repeated absences from 
Poland at the peace conference in 
Paris at times when his presence in 
person at the head of the govern- 
ment seemed essential. 

Made Conference Necessary. 

The dilatoriness of conference in 
reaching decisions and also the fact 
that after making representations 
of the countrys’ needs to the confer- 
ence sessions the Polish premier 
was obliged to go to London to con- 
fer personally with Lloyd-George, is 
said to have worked considerable 
harm to the government in Poland. 

It is believed that had Mr, Pade- 
rewski been able to remain contin- 
uously in Warsaw, the entire situa- 
tion, especially in the matter of in- 
ternal affairs, would have heen 
much better. This is particularly 
true in view of the fact that the 
Polish government is still in many 
ways a personal government, a con- 
dition which must of necessity con- 
tinue until the final adoption of the 
constitution. 

Despite the fact that the finance, 
railway and other ministeries are 
functioning after a manner, all im- 
portant matters and problems of 
national scope are presented to the 
premier for his decision. The ab- 
sence of Paderewski from Warsaw 
under such conditions and the re- 
sulting necessity of marking time 
in the solution of urgent questions 
has given rise to no little confusion. 

Will Not Leave Warsaw. 

Tt is not now expected that the 
premier wiil leave Warsaw for some 
time. Among the matters to be con- 
sidered is safeguarding of Polish in- 
terests in the four plebiscite areas 
two in east Prussia, the Mazurian 
lake section, one in upper Silesia 
and one in the Teschen district. In 
addition, the arrangement of Polish 
relations with the free city of Dan- 
zig remain to be carried through, 
and a delicate adjustment of diplo- 
matic relations is made necessary 
by the recent junction of the Polish 
army with the forces of General 
Denikine in the southeast. 

The Dorpat conferences also call 
for great discretion on the part of 
the Polish government. The opinion 
in Warsaw present, however, that 
the continued stay in Poland of 
Paderewski, together with the new 
vote of confidence that has been 
given him, will enable the premier 
to move in a more positive manner 
toward the solution of these na-
